Situation    The   Woman's    Collegre   of  Baltimore   is   situated   near   the   northern 
boundaries  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  in  one  of  the  best  residential 
sections,  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  above  tide-water. 

Buildings  The  building-s  are  seven  in  number — three  devoted  to  instruction  and 
administration,  three  to  rtsiJence.  All  are  new,  cheerful  and  commo- 
dious, erected  particularly  for  their  respective  purposes,  and  containintr  the  con- 
veniences devised  by  modern  architectural  science.

Rlaps,  charts,  eii'^ravings.  photographs 
and  cabinets  of  specimens  and  ofDliject--  illu-^lrating  natural  history 
and  the  development  of  the  race  are  liberall\-  pruviilcd  Tlure  is  a  good,  modem 
working  library  of  about  ten  thousand  volumes,  wliilc  half  a  million  volumes  are  at 
the  service  of  students  in  public  ai:d  institutional  libraries  easily  accessible. 

Course  of  Study  The  course  of  study  includes  prescribed  subjects  and 
elective  subjects  in  about  equal  proportions.  Students  who 
wish  to  follow  particidar  lines  of  study  are  enabled  to  lay  a  solid  foundation  for 
subsequent  specialization.  F.lective  com'ses  are  ofl'ered  in  Greek.  Latin,  I'rench, 
Spanish,  Italian.  (Vcrnian,  I-'.nuli-li  I.,iteraturc.  including  Old  and  Middle  English, 
Mathematics,  (*reol(iv;.\-,  .\Iini_  i  al.i,u.\  .  Physics,  Chemistry,  Botany,  Biology,  History, 
Economics  and  S(jciijli)U>  •  riMin  the  cuniplction  uf  a  course  usually  requiring  four 
years,  the  student  is  yrailualcd  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

Phvsiral  Train  K^'ery  candidate  for  the  degree  is  required  to  pursue  a  course 
rii^sicdi  1  rcu  -  ji^  physiology  and  hygiene.  A  commodious  modern  gymnasium 
ing  and  Hygiene  provides  systematic  exercises  according  to  the  .I.}"&,  or 
Swedish,  method  under  careful  training  and  supervision  of  a 
physician  specially  prepared  in  mechanical  therapeutics.  Halls  are  provided  for 
basket  ball  and  courts  for  tennis  and  similar  sports.  Care  is  taken  to  prevent  excess 
in  these  exercises.

These  are  the  nsu.il  reciuircmcnts  of  Eistern  colleges  and  should 
be  met  by  graduates  of  gooil  high  schools  in  which  at  last  one 
Requirements  language  in  addition  to  Latin  is  embraced  in  the  course  of  study. 
Cei  tilicates  of  preparation  which  Itirnish  lull  (U  tails  will  be  con- 
sidered when  offered  by  schools  previuusly  accredited  and,  if  found  sufficient,  will 
be  accepted  as  snb.-.titutes  for  examination , otherwise  examinations  will  be  necessary. 
Certificates  of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board  are  accepted. 

Numbers  The  College  is  now  (1907)  entering  upon  its  twentieth  session  Its 
alumniu  number  seven  hundred  and  ten.  Recent  graduating  classes 
have  numbered  from  si.vty  to  .seventy-nine.  The  freshman  class  numbers,  and  for 
the  present  is  limited  to,  one  htnidred  aiul  twenty-five.  'I'he  sttidents  are  from  all 
parts  of  the  country.    All  religious  denominations  are  liberally  represented.

MEMOIRS 

BRINK — Rev.  Stephen  Brink,  son  of  Henry  S.  and  :\Iary  Goldsmith 
Brink,  was  born  in  McDonough  Co.,  111.,  Aug.  31,  1838, 
and  passed  to  his  coronation  Sunday,  March  1,  1908,  at  6:20  p.  m., 
at  the  home  of  his  daughter,  Mrs.  E.  Judson  Clark,  179  S.  Las  Robles 
Ave.,  Pasadena,  California. 
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He  was  converted  at  12  years  of  age  and  united  with  the  M.  E. 
church  in  Marietta,  Fulton  Co.,  111. 

He  was  united  in  marriage  with  Eliza  M  .Read  July  28,  18.59, 
Rev.  B.  C.  Swartz  officiating.  Six  children  came  to  bless  this  union, 
two  of  whom  preceded  him  to  the  home  on  high,  the  first  born, 
Frances  Leroy  and  Julia  Etta,  one  of  the  twins  of  the  four  that  sur- 
vive him.  Mary  E.,  the  wife  of  Dr.  W.  H.  Clark,  resides  in  Glendora, 
Call.,  "Vincent  Hunter  is  pastor  of  Lake  Ave,  church  in  Pasadena, 
Call.,  Sadie  E.,  the  wife  of  Judson  Clark,  residing  in  Pasadena, 
Call.,    and  Harry  Read,  a  commercial  traveler,  lives  in  Stafford,  Kan. 

He  began  preaching  at  the  early  age  of  19  years.  He  began 
his  more  public  work  as  Junior  preacher  of  Cuba  Circuit,  Central 
Illinois  Conference,  under  Rev.  F3.  C.  Swaitg  ys  pastor.  He  joiUf;d 
the  Central  Illinois  Conference  on  trial  in  September.  IS 60,  and  was 
stationed  at  Avon.  In  the  fall  of  1861  he  was  changed  to  Cal- 
•chester  and  Tennessee.  Here  in  August,  1862,  after  making  a  pat- 
riotic address,  fifty  men  and  boys,  t02,et\e\-  with  thoir  pastor,  en- 
listed in  the  service  of  their  country.  This  band  of  volunteers  were 
joined  with  a  like  number  from  Chicago  and  became  Co.  D.  of  the 
124th  Illinois  Infantry.  When  it  came  to  election  he  was  elected 
captain  and  the  Chicago  !iv.v.\  first  li-^utenaut.  After  over  one  year 
of  service,  his  health  completely  broken,  he  was  forced  to  resign 
and  return  home. 

In  the  fall  of  18  63  he  was  received  into  full  connection  in 
the  Central  Illinois  Conference  and  stationed  at  Hamilton,  Illinois. 
From  that  time  he  served  the  following  charges:  1804-67.  Blandin- 
ville;  1867-70,  Gilson;  1870-73,  Keithsburg  and  Oquawka;  1873-76, 
New  Boston;  1876-78,  Lacon;  1878-81,  Princeville;  1881-83,  Brim- 
field.  He  asked  for  and  received  a  certificate  of  location  at  the 
session  of  his  conference  in  the  fall  of  1883  and  moved  with  his  fam- 
ily to  Reno  county,  Kansas,  and  took  up  his  residence  on  his  farm 
twelve  miles  from  Sterling,  Kansas.  Here,  true  to  his  calling,  he 
organized  what  was  known  as  the  Xickerson  Circuit.  In  the  spring 
of  18  84  he  was  re-admitted  to  the  traveling  connection  and  became 
a  member  of  the  Southwest  Kansas  Conference,  where  he  served 
the  following  charges:  1885,  Garden  City;  1886-88,  Sterling;  188S- 
91,  Douglass;  1891,  Augusta.  In  18  92  he  asked  for  and  received 
the  supernumerary  relation  for  one  year,  during  which  he  gave  him- 
self wholly  to  the  work  of  an  evangelist.  In  1893  he  was  made 
effective  and  stationed  at  Abbyville,  the  old  Xickerson  Circuit  with 
Abbyville  added.  In  the  spring  of  1894,  at  the  request  of  the  con- 
ference, he  was  appointed  conference  evangelist.  In  1900  he  again 
entered   the    pastorate   and    was   appointed    to    the    Cheney    charge, 
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which  proved  to  be  his  last  charge.  In  1903,  at  the  conference  which 
was  held  at  Sterling,  he  asked  for  an^  received  the  superannuated 
relation  and  settled  in  Cheney  and  became  associated  with  the 
church  at  that  place. 

During  his  ministry  of  almost  fifty  years  he  was  instrumental 
in  building  fifteen  churches  and  witnessed  the  salvation  of  10,000 
souls. 

While  stationed  at  Cheney  the  wife  of  his  youth,  who  had 
stood  by  him  through  forty-two  years  of  ministerial  life,  passed  to 
her  reward  July  13,  1901. 

July  24,  1902,  he  was  united  in  marriage  with  :\Irs.  Emma  K. 
Pratt  of  Sodua,  New  York,  his  son,  V.  Hunter,  officiating.  The 
marriage  took  place  at  the  home  of  his  daughter,  Sadie  E.,  at  Abby- 
ville,  Kansas. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  the  Lake  Avenue  church,  of 
which  his  son,  V.  Hunter,  is  pastor.  The  following  brethren  took 
part  in  the  service:  The  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Harkness,  pastor  of  San 
Dumas,  his  pastor  at  Cheney,  presiding;  Rev.  IMilton  Haney  and  Dr. 
Eli  INIcClish,  life-long  friends  of  the  old  Central  Illinois  Conference, 
and  Rev.  Harkness,  of  the  Southwest  Kansas  Conference,  speaking 
in  reference  to  their  personal  relationship  and  acquaintance  with 
the  now  sainted  veteran;  Rev.  J.  C.  Elliott,  pastor  of  the  North 
Pasadena  church.  Rev.  F.  D.  Mather,  pastor  of  the  Lucven  Ave, 
Pasadena,  reading  the  Scriptures.  The  choir  of  Lake  Avenue  church 
rendered  fitting  and  appropriate  music.  Hymns  that  were  special 
favorites  with  the  sainted  hero.  New  Hymnal  Nos.  96,  354,  357  and 
4  4  4,  were  used. 

A  second  service  was  he.d  in  the  ]\Iethodist  church  at  Nicker- 
son,  Kansas,  March  5th,  at  which  many  members  of  the  Southwest 
Kansas  Conference  were  present  and  participated.  Presiding  Elder 
Akin  had  charge  of  the  services;  Presiding  Elder  Irwin  read  the 
obituary;  Presiding  Elder  Howes  read  the  lessons;  Rev.  I\Iann 
led  in  prayer;  Revs.  Barton,  Anderson,  Wood  and  Akin  made  ad 
dresses,  and  the  remains  were  laid  to  rest  in  the  Nickerson  ceme 
tery. 

The  pall  bearers  were:  Rev.  C.  E.  Mann,  Rev.  W.  B.  Barton, 
Rev.  J.  W.  Anderson,  Rev.  F.  L.  Rutledge,  Rev.  C.  E.  Wood,  Rev. 
W.  B.  Stevens. 

WONDER — ]\Iary  J.  Wonder,  nee  Holt,  was  born  in  Indiana,  April 
14,    1843,   and   died   at   her   home   near    Preston,    Kansas, 
July  12,  1908,  at  the  age  of  65  years,  2  months  and  28  days. 

On  July  4,  18  67,  she  was  united  in  marriage  to  B.  F.  Wonder. 
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To  them  were  born  ten  children,  five  of  whom  are  still  living. 

The  family  came  to  Kansas  in  1873,  and  have  resided  in  Pratt 
county  since  18  85,  at  which  time  Bro.  Wonder  was  appointed  pastor 
of  the  luka  Circuit.  For  2  0  years  Sister  Wonder  shared  the  trials 
and  triumphs  of  an  itinerant  minister's  life,  and  at  Marion  Circuit, 
Kingman,  St.  John,  luka,  and  other  places  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Southwest  Kansas  Conference  she  did  what  she  could  in  the  Master's 
cause.  Bro.  Wonder  died  in  1898,  since  which  time  she  lived  on  the 
home  place  near  Preston. 

Thursday  night,  July  11,  she  retired  to  rest  apparently  as  well' 
as  usual,  and  some  time  before  morning,  in  the  stillness  of  the  night 
God's  finger  touched  her  as  she  slept  and  she  entered  "The  Land  That 
is  Fairer  Than  Day,"  to  meet  and  greet  again  those  faces  which  she 
has  "loved  long  since  and  lost  awhile."  Funeral  services  were 
held  at  the  late  residence,  Sunday  morning,  July  14,  conducted  by 
Revs.  O.  K.  Hobson  and  F.  H.  Poore,  and  the  burial  took  place  in 
the  Geist  cemetery. 
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PRESIDING  ELDERE  REPORTS 

LARNED  DISTRICT 

J.  F.  Irwin,  Presiding  Elder. 

I  beg  leave  to  introduce  this  report  by  a  quotation  from  the  pre- 

tae^  <bf  Dr.  Van  Dyke's  little  book,  "The  Other  Wise  Man,"  which 

"every   wise   man   certainly   ought   to   read.      His   experience   is   thus 

"related : 

"The  year  had  been  full  of  sorrow,  every  day  brought  trouble, 
every  night  was  tormented  with  pain.  They  are  very  long,  those 
nights  when  one  lies  awake,  and  hears  the  laboring  heart  pump- 
ing wearily  at  its  task,  and  watches  for  the  morning."  *  *  ♦ 
""They  are  not  nights  of  fear,  but  they  are  lonely  nights,  they  are 
very  heavy  nights"  *  *  *  "And  their  heaviest  burden  is  this: 
"You  must  face  the  thought  that  your  work  in  the  world  may 
be  almost  ended,  but  you  know  that  it  is  not  nearly  finished.  You 
have  not  solved  the  problem  that  perplexed  you.  You  have  not 
reached  the  goal  that  you  aimed  at.  You  have  not  accomplished 
the  great  task  that  you  set  for  yourself.  You  are  still  on  the  way, 
and  perhaps  your  journey  must  end  now — nowhere — in  the  dark." 
I  beg  to  print  these  words  that  futui'e  readers,  if  there  should 
be  such,  may  understand  why  there  is  so  little  work  reported  as 
done  by  myself  and  so  much  done  for  me  by  other  men. 

The    quotation    aptly    describes    my   experience    during   several 
months  of  the  past  year. 

But  brethren  it  was  not  all  gloom. 
I  was  conscious  of  a  rich  heritage.  For 
twenty  years  the  great  grace  had  been 
given  to  me  that  I  might  preach  the 
unsearchable  riches  of  Christ.  These 
twenty  years  were  mine  and  no  power 
could  rob  me  of  them;  mine,  and  I 
would  not  exchange  them  for  twenty 
years  on  any  throne,  or  in  possession 
of  the  greatest  wealth.  In  contemplat- 
ing this  great  privilege  given  me  of 
God  I  had  great  and  constant  "joy. 

The  record  of  work  done  is  soon 
told:  During  the  first  quarter  I  vis- 
ited each  of  the  twenty-nine  charges, 
held  twenty-eight  quarterly  confer- 
ences and  preached  forty  times. 

During  the  second  quarter  the  work 
of  the  presiding  elder  was  done  by  the 
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pastors.  In  October  Rev.  A.  J.  Bixler  did  the  work.  In  Novem- 
ber I  resumed  the  work  assisted  by  the  veteran  H.  S.  Booth.  De- 
cember first,  by  consent  of  Bishop  Warren,  I  employed  Rev  A  .J. 
Bixler  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  I  believe  the  work  of  the^ 
presiding  elder  has  been  pretty  well  done..  Some  of  the  official" 
members  have  informed  me  that  no  presiding  elder  ever  did  bet^ 
ter  work  for  them  than  Rev.  A.  J.  Bixler. 

Preachers  and  people  have  all  been  very  kind.  To  the  pastors 
who  so  ably  and  willingly  helped  me;  to  the  Rev.  H.  S.  Booth 
and  to  the  Rev.  A.  J.  Bixler,  I  am  deeply  indebted. 

In  the  month  of  June  a  district  camp  meeting  and  a  district 
conference  combined  was  held  at  Ness  City.  Both  meetings  were 
pleasant  and  profitable.  W.  B.  Barton  ably  presided  at  the  sessions- 
of  the  conference  and  all  the  business  was  properly  attended  to. 
Pastor  Keve  had  charge  of  the  camp  meeting.  The  brethren  preach-- 
ed  in  turn  under  his  direction  and  about  forty  people  professed 
conversion. 

A  pleasant  and  profitable  District  Epworth  League  Convention 
was  held  at  Larned  about  the  first  of  August. 

The  second  session  of  the  district  conference  was  held  at 
Cimarron  in  February  and  lasted  three  days.  It  was  said  to  be 
the  best  in  attendance  and  in  interest  ever  held  in  the  district.  The 
presiding  elder  was  present  and  presided  in  all  of  the  day  sessions. 

I  attended  and  held  seven  quarterly  conferences  the  fourth 
quarter.  Five  charges,  Jetmore,  Leoti,  Scott  City,  Tribune,  and 
Ulysses  were  left  to  be  supplied.  In  ]\Iay  I  secured  the  transfer 
of  S.  M.  Day  from  the  West  Virginia  Conference  and  he  has  served 
the  Scott  City  charge  acceptably  and  efficiently.  About  the  same 
time  R.  N.  Morgan,  a  local  preacher,  was  sent  to  the  Tribune 
charge.  He  did  good  service  until  January  first,  when  failing 
health  induced  him  to  seek  work  in  the  milder  climate  of  Okla- 
homa. R.  W.  Hodson  served  the  Leoti  charge  for  the  last  six 
months  of  the  year  and  by  faithful  work  has  doubled  the  member- 
ship of  the  charge.     W.  E.  Ross,  a  supernumerary  member  of  the 

Illinois  Conference,  served  Jetmore  faithfully  for  the  last  six 
months.  Ulysses  was  finally  joined  to  the  Sante  Fe  circuit  and 
Bro.    Cox   has   had   a   revival   and   organized   a    :Methodist   class   at 

Ulysses.  Thomas  A.  Brunker,  a  local  preacher,  supplied  the 
Syracuse  charge  for  six  months  and  then  O.  W.  Lippincott  was 
transferred  from  the  Des  Moines  Conference  and  stationed  there 
where  he  did  faithful  work  to  the  close  of  the  year.  Thus  every 
charge  has  had  a  pastor  for  at  least  a  part  of  the  year.     All  preach- 
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ers   apointed,    except   Brothers    Brunker   and    ^Morgan,    stayed    until 
the  close  of  the  year. 

Three  new  church  buildings  have  been  dedicated  this  year. 
The  church  at  Kinsley,  a  beauty  and  the  best  in  this  district,  was 
dedicated  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  T.  C|  Iliff.  About  $3,500  of  the  entire 
cost  of  $10,500  was  raised  this  year.  The  church  at  Burdett,  a 
good  one  for  the  place,  was  dedicated  by  the  Rev.  A.  J.  Bizler.  The 
iD(oney  had  all  been  provided  for  previous  to  the  day  of  dedication. 
'Th«  ihurch  building  at  Lakin  was  a  surprise.  Few  except  the 
pastor  believed  it  could  be  built.  The  cost  of  about  $3,700  is  all 
provided  for  , aided  by  a  donation  of  $400  by  the  Board.  It  was 
dedicated  March  the  first  by  President  F.  E.  Mossman,  who  skillful- 
ly inspired  the  people  to  give  sixteen  hundred  dollars  to  make  it 
possible  to  dedicate  the  church  free  from  debt.  Beeler  on  the  Ness 
City  circuit  has  a  neat  little  chapel  about  ready  for  dedication. 
The  cost  is  to  be  about  $1,000.  Spearville  is  building  a  new 
vchurch  which  will  be  a  great  credit  to  that  pretty  little  town.  It 
will  cost  about  $2,500. 

The  following  charges  have  raised  and  expended  money  for 
the  improvement  of  church  and  parsonage  property:  Bison  $57, 
Cimarron  $105,  Dighton  $166,  Dodge  City  $800  to  pay  on  debt, 
Garfield  $195,  Garden  City  $200,  Healey  $2  00,  Kinsley  $3,500, 
Lakin  $2,500  cash  and  $1,500  in  subscriptions,  Larned  $100,  Lewis 
$100,  Ness  City  $286,  Ness  City  Circuit  $750,  Spearville  $1,500, 
Scott  City$102,  Syracuse  $21,  Windell  $121,  Tribune  $55. 

Scott  City  also  paid  $32  2  for  new  church  lots.  Syracuse  has 
$1,000  in  subscriptions  for  a  new  parsonage.  Cimarron  paid  off 
a  Church  Extension  debt  of  $250,  the  Board  forgiving  the  interest. 

The  claims  for  pastoral  support  will,  I  think,  be  mostly  report- 
ed in  full. 

There  will  be  an  increase  in  the  amount  paid  for  the  discip- 
linary benevolences  of  about  15  per  cent  over  last  year.  There  has 
been  raised  for  all  purposes  about  $36,000  or  about  $12  per  mem- 
ber for  the  entire  membership. 

Twenty-five  pastors  report  5  684  pastoral  visits,  the  highest 
number  being  775  and  the  lowest  65.  One  pastor  who  traveled 
over  one  of  the  largest  and  most  thinly  populated  circuits  made 
400  calls  in  eight  months.  Pastors  are  hard  worked  men,  but  when 
we  see  the  result  of  faithful  and  religious  pastoral  work,  I  am  pur- 
suaded  that  one  call  for  each  working  day  in  the  year  ought  to  be 
the  minimum. 

Twenty-four  preachers  report  2  6o  probationers  received,  35  dorp- 
ped  from  the  roll  and  164  received  in  full  membership.     By  certi- 
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ficate  436  were  enrolled  and  219  removed.  There  were  30  deaths 
and  8  withdrawals.  There  are  now  323  on  probation  and  3142  full 
members,  a  gain  of  five  per  cent.  We  lost  70  probationers.  We 
have  3022  scholars  in  Methodist  Sunday  schools.  Have  17  Ep worth 
Leagues  with  a  membership  of  72  9  and  5  Junior  Leagues  with  a 
membership  of  185.  There  are  6  auxiliaries  of  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society.  Three  of  them,  Garden  City,  Dodge  City,  and 
Kinsley,  with  a  little  help  ontside,  are  educating  a  deaconess  at 
Fisk  Training  school  to  work  in  the  district.  There  are  two  Queen 
Esther  Circles.  These  societies  raised  a  total  of  $542.  There  are 
5  auxiliaries  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Jlissionary  Society.  It  will, 
I  think,  be  seen  when  the  reports  are  in  that  though  the  larger  part 
of  our  district  is  missionary  ground  the  district  is  doing  its  share 
.a  contributions  for  the  foreign  field.     This  we  are  glad  to  do. 
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Mcpherson  district 

D.  D.  Akin,  Presiding  Elder. 
Through  the   good   providence   of  God  the   McPherson   district 
has  not  only  held  its  own,  but  has  advanced,  somewhat,  in  every 
department  of  its  work.     It  therefore  gives  me  pleasure  to  report 
the  progress  made. 

The  district  embraces  about  3000  square  miles  of  as  fine  ter- 
ritory as  can  be  found  in  the  state.  The  combined  products  of  the 
farms  within  this  area,  are  more  valuable  than  the  output  of  the 
richest  mines  of  silver  and  gold.  This  exceptionally  favored  territory 
is  filled  with  an  intelligent,  enterprising  and  i)rosperous  class  of  peo- 
ple. There  are  twenty-three  growing  pastoral  charges  in  the  dis- 
trict, to  serve  which  has  afforded  me  much  pleasure. 

On  the  whole  we  have  had  a  good  year — a  year  of  opportunity 
to  plan  and  to  work  for  the  Master.     There  has  been  much  to  en- 
courage the  workers  and  little  to  discourage  them.     But  few  shadows 
have   fallen   across   the   threshholds  of  our  parsonage  homes.     The 
Death  Angel  has  entered  none  of  them,  for  which  we  are  profoundly 
thankful.         Serious   sickness    has   been 
in    but    one    of    them.       Typhoid    fever 
"*  prostrated   almost   the  entire   family   of 

W.  B.  Robertson,  but  through  the  good 
providence    of    God,    and    careful    nurs- 
ing, all   regained   their  health.      Health 
in   the  parsonage   homes,   with  this  ex- 
ception,   has    been      reasonably      good. 
The  old  stork  made  three  of  these  homes 
inexpressably    happy    by    leaving    them 
a    trio    of    babies,    supposed    to    be    the 
sweetest,   the  brightest,   and,   potential- 
ly,   the    greatest    babies    the    old    bird 
ever  possessed.  Brothers  Kemp,  Davies, 
and   Robertson,   v.ere   the   happy   recipi- 
ents of  these  priceless  gifts. 
The  Pastorate.      Two   changes  have  occurred   in   the  personnel 
of  the  district.     R.  W.  Hodson  was  changed  in  July  from   Mitchell 
to  Leoti  in  the  Larned  district.     W.  R.  Leigh  of  the  Okla.  Conference 
was  secured   to   supply   the  work   until   Conference.      H.   J.    Dueker 
gave  up  the  Frederick  charge  the  first  of  February   to  accept   the 
appointment    of    Albany    in    the    Missouri    Ccriference.      The    other 
pastors  have  been  doing  faithful  and  efficier :    vork  in   the  charges 
to  which  the  Bishop  appointed  them.      Ther^,  has  been  an  increase 
of   $750   in   ministerial   support.      The  average   pastoral   support   is 
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$8  80  and  a  parsonage.     The  pastors  claims  will  be  paid  in  full  with, 
perhaps,  one  exception. 

Building  and  Improving.  There  has  been  commendable  work 
done  in  building  and  otherwise  enhancing  the  value  of  our  church 
property.  Two  new  churches  have  been  built  on  the  Canton  charge 
and  dedicated  free  from  debt.  At  Spring  Valley  a  beautiful  chapel 
was  built  at  a  cost  of  $4,000,  all  of  which  was  provided  for  ))revious 
to  the  day  of  dedication.  The  Canton  church  is  a  thing  of  beauty 
and  a  joy  to  the  Canton  people.  Its  estimated  value  is  $7, .500.  Of 
this  amount  $1,300  was  asked  for  on  the  day  of  dedication.  With- 
in thirty  minutes  Dr.  Iliff  secured  over  $1,900,  and  the  church  was 
dedicated  free  from  debt.  The  church  at  McPherson,  nearing  com- 
pletion, will  be  amoung  the  very  best  in  the  Conference.  No  ex- 
pense has  been  spared  to  make  it  substantial,  beautiful,  and  suffici- 
ently commodious  to  accommodate  its  growing  membership  and  Sun- 
day school.  The  building  will  be  ready  to  dedicate  in  June  and  will 
cost  approximately  $35,000.  Wesley  Chapel  on  the  Frederick 
charge,  expended  about  $500  on  improvements.  It  ranks  among 
the  most  beautiful  of  our  country  chapels.  The  Pioneer  and  Lincoln 
churches  on  the  Seward  charge  have  been  improved  at  an  expense 
of  $3  90,  which  adds  much  to  their  appearance,  within  and  without. 
On  the  Geneseo  charge  the  church  in  town  and  the  one  at  Gault, 
have  been  greatly  improved  by  the  substitution  of  opera  chairs  for 
unsightly  and  uncomfortable  pews.  Other  improvements  were  made 
at  a  total  cost  of  $800.  At  Albert  the  church  has  been  given  a 
much  needed  coat  of  paint,  and  otherwise  repaired.  Great  Bend 
has  expended  $3,500  on  repairing  the  church  and  parsonage  prop- 
erty. A  steam  heating  plant  has  been  installed,  the  basement  has 
been  finished  and  furnished  for  Sunday  school  purposes,  and  the 
church  has  been  papered  and  newly  carpeted.  Marion  has  put  in 
a  $2,000  pipe  organ  which  adds  greatly  to  the  attractiveness  of  the 
services.  Some  minor  repairs  were  also  made.  On  other  charges 
improvements  have  been  made  on  churches  and  parsonages  but 
which  do  not  require  special  mention.  The  total  expended  on 
building  and  improvements  is  $35,500.  This  includes  only  half  of 
what  will  be  the  final  cost  of  the  :\IcPherson  church. 

Benovolences.  Special  attention  was  given  to  the  benevolences 
The  financial  panic  happening  about  the  time  of  taking  the  collec- 
tions, or  previous  to  that  time,  had  its  depressing  effect.  The  ma- 
jority of  the  charges,  however,  will  report  collections  in  exi-css  of 
the  apportionments,  especially  on  missions.  Rev.  .Tohn  A.  Davis  and 
Dr.  Don  W.  Nichols,  field  secretaries  of  the  Missionary  Society,  each 
gave  a  few  days  of  work  in  the  district  in  the  interest  of  the  Chinese 
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Centennial  Thank  Offering.  Brother  Davis  secured  in  cash  and  notes 
something  over  $4,000,  and  Dr.  Nichols  secured  in  subscriptions 
about  oue-fourth  as  much,  nearly  all  of  which  has  since  been  paid. 
Besides  these  amounts,  special  gifts  have  been  made  to  both  the 
Home  and  Foreign  societies,  which  added  to  our  regular  collections 
will  raise  the  total  for  missions  to  over  $10,000.  The  collections 
for  other  benevolences  will  about  equal  the  apportionments. 

Spiritual  Results.  Our  efforts  have  not  been  devoted  exclusively 
to  material  ends.  While  we  recognize  the  relative  importance  of 
material  gains,  we  do  not  lose  sight  of  the  supreme  purpose  of  our 
ministry,  namely,  the  salvation  of  the  lost.  I  believe  every  pastor  iu 
the  district  has  labored  to  this  end.  In  nearly  every  charge  in  the 
district  helpful,  successful  meetings  have  been  held.  Some  of  the 
pastors  acted  as  their  own  evangelists  and  their  labors  were  honored 
of  God  in  the  salvation  of  souls.  Other  pastors  did  the  preparatory 
work  and  then  called  the  professional  evangelist,  who  carried  off  .the 
honors  for  whatever  success  was  achieved.  The  most  notable  revivals 
in  the  district  were  at  Great  Bend,  Hoisington,  Nickerson  and  Can- 
ton. IMore  than  one  hundred  souls  were  converted  in  each  oi;  these 
charges.  Good  meetings  were  also  held  on  the  following  charges, 
namely,  Albert,  Alden_^  Little  River,  Lost  Springs,  Lyons,  McPherson, 
Pawnee  Rock  and  Seward.  In  all  these  meetings  souls  were  convert- 
ed and  the  local  church  revived.  Other  charges  held  meetings,  but 
with  less  visible  success.     The  pastors  report  over  800  conversions. 

Organizations.  The  Sunday  schools,  a  great  army  of  young  peo- 
ple, are  being  instructed  in  the  great  truths  of  revelation,  and  in  the 
doctrines  and  usages  of  our  church.  They  are  well  organized  and 
equipped  for  the  work  assigned  them.  They  take  our  literature, 
each  school  is  a  missionary  society,  and  their  united  contributions 
add  largely  to  the  ability  of  the  church  to  ccrry  on  its  great  mis- 
sionary enterprises. 

There  are  thirty-six  Epworth  Leagues  and  fifteen  Junior  liea- 
gues  in  the  district.  Within  some  of  these  leagues,  Bible  and  :\lission 
study  classes  have  been  formed,  which  materially  aid  in  the  devel- 
opment of  our  young  people,  into  intelligent  and  consecrated  church 
members.  Many  of  them  are  already  among  our  most  generous  giv- 
ers and  effective  workers.  Some  of  the  Leagues  are  supporting  Pas- 
tor Teachers,  Bible  Readers,  building  rural  chapels,  or  supporting 
schools  on  missionary  territory.  Others  have  contributed  to  the 
Home  Missionary  Society  for  special  work  in  the  home  field.  They 
have  contributed  $800  for  all  purposes. 

The  Woman's  Home  and  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Societies 
have  done  splendid  work,  each  in  its  own  fielJ.     They  have  lovingly 
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vied  with  each  other  in  their  work  for  the  Master's  Kingdom.  They 
have  raised  $581  and  $1,044  respectively,  for  the  prosecution  of 
their  worlv. 

The  Ladies  Aid  Societies  have  not  been  idle.  In  many  ways 
they  have  come  to  the  rescue  of  embarrassed  pastors  and  churches, 
and  have  shown  a  willingness  to  assume  burdens,  seemingly  beyond 
their  strength.  They  have  proved  themselves  to  be  the  strong  right 
arm  of  the  preachers. 

There  are  several  Brotherhoods  in  the  district,  some  of  which 
are  doing  splendid  work  among  the  men.  There  is  promise  of  much 
good  to  be  accomplished  through  these  Brotherhoods.  I  commend 
them  to  the  favorable  attention  of  the  pastors. 

District  Conference.  The  district  Conference  is  growing  in  in* 
terest  and  in  favor  with  the  preachers  of  the  district.  Two  sessions 
were  held  during  the  year,  one  at  Pawnee  Rock  and  the  other  at 
Little  River.  The  one  at  Little  River  was  espec-;illy  good.  Besides 
the  business  transacted,  the  social,  intellectual  and  religious  fea- 
tures were  helpful  and  inspiring  to  all  present. 

Our  Deaconess.  :Miss  Vievie  Souders  began  her  work  as  Dea- 
coness work  last  fall  and  has  been  active  and  efficient  every  day 
since.  Her  work  has  been  limited  to  five  or  six  charges,  from  which 
come  very  favorable  reports  relative  to  her  labors.  In  the  ab.sence 
of  the  pastor  she  has  ministered  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  Fred- 
erick charge  for  two  months  past. 

Epworth  League  Convention.  The  District  Epworth  League 
held  its  annual  convention  in  Great  Bend.  The  business  was  care, 
fully  transacted,  and  its  literary  program  was  of  a  high  order.  The 
occasion  was  one  of  enthusiasm,  inspiration  and  helpful  instruction. 

The  year  has  had  its  toils  and  its  cares,  but  it  has  also  had 
its  recompense  of  joy  and  comfort  in  the  work  rinno  T  have  hppn 
the  recipient  of  unusual  kindness  and  sympathy  from  the  pastors 
and  people^  in  my  quarterly  visitations.  I  have  had  their  hearty 
co-operation  in  every  enterprise  which  I  have  undertaken,  and  the 
measure  of  the  year's  success  is  due  largely  to  this,  coupled 
with  the  blessings  of  God,  to  whom  I  would  ascribe  all  honor  and 
praise. 
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NEWTON  DISTRICT 
C.  J.  Howes,  Presiding  Elder. 
While  in  several  of  the  parsonage  homes  of  the  Xewton  district 
there  has  been  sicKness  of  such  a  serious  nature  as  to  cause  much 
suffering  and  anxiety,  the  afflicted  have  all  either  recovered  or  seem 
to  be  on  the  road  to  recovery.     And  after  all  we  have  had  more  of 
health  than  of  sickness,  more  of  sunshine  than  of  gloom,  more  of  joy 
ment    than    of    discouragement    during 
the  year.     The  Lord  of  hosts  has  been 
with  us  and  the  God  of  Jacob  has  been 
our    refuge    whereof   we   are    glad    and 
praise  His  holy  name. 

Peveral  changes  have  occurred  in  the 
pastoral  relation  during  the  year  which 
should  be  noted.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  school  year,  Geo.  A.  Gibson,  with 
Bishop  JMoore's  consent,  left  the  Wal- 
ton charge  to  enter  Drew  Theological 
Seminary.  He  was  doing  a  good  work 
at  Walton  and  I  understand  is  making 
rapid  progress  at  Drew.  Since  his  de- 
parture the  charge  has  been  suplied  by 
C.  W.  Blanpied,  an  e.xhorter  who  is 
also  a  student  in  our  Southwestern 
than  of  sorrow,  and  more  of  encourage- 
College  at  Winfield.  About  the  middle  of  the  Conference  year  J.  L. 
Patterson  was  transferred  to  the  Nevada  IMission  and  the  Halstead 
charge  has  since  been  supplied  by  J.  W.  Anderson,  one  of  our  Con- 
ference Evangelists,  who  never  fails  in  a  time  of  emergency.  He  has 
carried  on  the  work  as  successfully  as  if  there  had  been  no  break 
in  the  pastoral  relation.  About  the  last  of  February  F.  C.  Fay  of 
ElDorado  and  Byron  H.  Wilson  of  Brookfield,  ^lissouri,  with  the  con- 
sent and  by  the  authority  of  Bishop  Warren,  I  presume,  changed 
places,  Bro.  Fay  going  to  Brookfield  and  Bro.  Wilson  coming  to  El 
Dorado.  You  will  be  pleased  to  learn  that  Bro.  Fay  is  delighted 
with  his  new  charge.  Bro.  Wilson  has  been  well  received  at  EI 
Dorado.  I  bespeak  for  him  a  brotherly  welcome  to  the  Southwest 
Kansas  Conference.  For  the  Elbing  charge,  left  to  be  supplied  at 
our  last  Conference,  I  secured  E.  C.  Wright  of  the  Nebraska  Confer- 
ence about  the  first  of  June,  who  wrought  well  for  four  months  and 
then  returned  to  a  charge  in  his  own  conference.  Tlien  sometime  in 
November  I  secured  L.  N.  An.nadown,  a  local  preacher  of  our  church, 
to  finish  out  the  year.     The  charge  is  now  in  a  more  hopeful  condi- 
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tion  than  it  has  been  at  any  time  since  its  organization.  The  preach- 
ers of  the  district  are  a  body  of  consecrated  men,  who  by  their  clean 
lives  and  faithful, service  adorn  the  doctrine  of  our  Saviour.  During 
the  year  they  have  been  abundant  in  labor  and  in  nearly  all  of  the 
charges  the  people  have  stood  loyally  by  them.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  Conference  year  seventeen  of  the  charges  showed  their  appre- 
ciation of  the  pastors  sent  them  by  increasing  their  salaries.  The 
increase  was  not  very  much  in  any  instance  but  enough  to  indicate 
appreciation  and  a  purpose  to  help  in  the  good  work.  The  average 
estimated  salary  for  the  pastors,  including  house  rent,  was  nine  hun- 
dred and  sixty-three  dollars,  and  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three 
places  the  full  amount  estimated  has  been  paid.  A  pretty  good 
showing  as  compared    with  the  salaries  paid  the  fathers. 

But  coming  now  to  the  present  state  of  the  work  in  the  district 
I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  except  in  two  or  three  places  it  is 
in  a  fairly  prosperous  condition.  I  am  sure  that  no  backward  step 
has  been  taken  and  that  no  retrograde  movement  has  set  in.  On  the 
contrary  there  are  evidences  of  progress  on  every  hand.  On  the 
part  of  the  people,  generally,  there  has  been  growth  in  grace,  in- 
cr  ase  in.  knowledge  and  a  growing  purpose  to  meet  the  full  meas- 
ure of  their  responsibility  with  reference  to  the  spread  of  the  gospel 
and  the  increase  of  the  Kingdom. 

Our  Sunday  Schools,  forty-three  in  number,  with  an  enroll- 
ment, including  officers  and  teachers,  of  nearly  five  thousand,  helped 
as  they  are  with  a  literature  equal  to  the  best,  are  doing  better, 
more  intelligent  work  than  ever  before.  There  is,  I  think,  an  ever 
increasing  interest  on  the  part  of  the  adult  membership  of  the 
church  in  the  work  of  the  Sunday  school.  Our  Sunday  schools  are 
furnished  with  the  publications  authorized  by  our  church  and  near- 
ly all  of  them  are  organized  into  missionary  societies.  There  is,  how- 
ever, a  lack  of  missionary  work  and  enthusiasm  in  them  that  could 
and  should  be  remedied. 

We  now  have  thirty  Epworth  Leagues  in  the  district,  four  more 
than  we  had  last  year,  with  an  aggregate  membership  of  about  fif- 
teen hundred.  They  are  not  doing  the  distinctive  work  of  the  Lea- 
gue as  well  as  it  might  be  done.  However  there  has  been  some  im- 
provement since  the  holding  of  the  Epworth  League  Institute  at 
Winfield  and  the  District  Epworth  League  Convention  at  Halstead. 
From  those  two  gatherings  some  inspiration  has  been  received  which 
has  been  distributed  through  the  district.  Bro.  George,  our  Dis- 
trict Epworth  League  President,  is  doing  all  that  he  can  to  awaken 
a  deeper  interest  in  Epworth  League  work.  While  on  this  sub- 
ject  1   wish  to  say  tl  at  the  young  p'-ople  of  the  Xewton  district  are 
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loyal  to  the  church  and  faithful  in  attendance  upon  all  the  means 
of  grace.  About  as  many  of  them  as  of  the  older  people,  propor- 
tionately, are  to  be  found  at  the  preaching  and  the  prayer  and 
class  meeting  services,  many  of  them  have  blessed  Christian  ex- 
periences and  on  suitable  occasions  pray  and  testify  in  the  public 
congregation.  Only  a  small  per  cent  of  them  indulge  in  any  of  the 
amusements  prohibited  by  paragraph  248  of  the  discipline,  and  I 
am  pursuaded  that  most  of  them  who  do  could  be  saved  from  such 
indulgence  if  only  the  ceaseless  agitation  of  the  question  by  the  old- 
er people  could  be  brought  to  an  end.  Not  one  of  the  young  people, 
so  far  as  I  know,  even  among  those  who  occasionally  indulge  in 
some  of  the  forbidden  amusements,  would  favor  the  repeal,  modifi- 
cation or  transferrence  of  that  paragraph  from  the  penal  code  to 
a  chapter  on  advices.  They  know  that  the  things  forbidden  are 
wrong  and  that  wrong  things  ought  to  be  prohibited  under  i)ain  of 
expulsion,  if  persisted  in,  after  faithful  and  prayerful  preliminary 
work  has  been  done.  It  is  the  older  people  who  agitate  and  favor 
repeal  or  modification.  I  would  God  that  the  church  might  have 
done  with  the  ceaseless  agitation  of  the  question  and  that  we,  each 
and  all  might  devote  our  time  and  energy  to  the  work  of  getting 
our  young  people  and  our  older  people,  too,  fully  saved.  That  done 
and  nearly  all  our  bother  about  that  paragraph  will  have  an  end,  for 
we  never  have  any  trouble  with  fully  saved  people  on  that  score. 
And  this  presiding  elder  wants  now  to  place  himself  on  record  one 
time  more  as  favoring  the  retention  of  that  paragraph  as  it  is  and 
just  where  it  is  without  the  change  of  a  single  word  or  syllable 
in  it. 

Our  Junior  Leagues  have  increased  in  number,  from  thirteen 
to  sixteen,  and  in  membership  from  four  hundred  and  ninety-nine 
to  eight  hundred  and  twenty-nine.  Some  of  them  are  doing  splen- 
did work  while  others  simply  have  the  name. 

The  Ladies  Aid  Societies  of  the  district,  twenty-six  in  number, 
have  done  much  needful  work  in  the  way  of  raising  money  and  paj^- 
ing  for  improvements  on  churches  and  parsonages  and  in  aiding 
in  building  new  churches.  The  Ladies  Aid  Society  of  the  First 
Church  Hutchinson  has  already  paid  on  the  new  church  three  thou- 
sand dollars  and  on  the  day  of  dedication  subscribed  two  thousand 
more.  Throughout  the  district  the  societies  are  doing  splendid 
work. 

The  building  and  improving  of  churches  and  parsonages  has 
been  commensurate  with  the  actual  needs  of  the  work  in  the  district. 

Early  in  the  Conference  year  the  Elbing  charge  purchased  a 
good  parsonage  property  in  Elbing  at  a  cost  of  seven  hundred  dol- 
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lars  and  the  pastor  and  his  family  have  been  occupying  it.  A  new 
modern  six-room  parsonage  has  been  built  in  the  city  of  Hutchin- 
son by  the  Hutchinson  Circuit  costing,  including  the  price  of  the 
lots,  twenty-four  hundred  dollars.  It  is  a  splendid  property,  well 
located  and  could  be  sold  any  day  for  more  money  than  it  cost  them. 
Two  rooms  have  been  added  to  the  Hadley  Chapel  parsonage,  thus 
making  it  a  good  comfortable  house  of  nine  rooms.  The  cost  was 
five  hundred  dollars.  The  new  church  at  Burns  has  been  dedicated 
since  the  last  session  of  our  Conference.  In  my  last  report  to  the 
Annual  Conference  I  said  that  work  on  a  new  forty  thousand  dol- 
lar church  in  Hutchinson  would  be  commenced  about  the  first  of 
:\Iay.  It  was  a  little  later  than  that  when  the  work  was  commenced. 
But  it  did  begin  about  the  middle  of  June  and  the  church  was  com- 
pleted in  February.  The  cost,  including  a  very  fine  pipe  organ,  was 
forty-six  thousand  dollars.  The  dedication  took  place  the  first  Sun- 
day in  March;  Bishop  Warren  preached  the  dedicatory  sermon.  At 
the  conclusion  of  his  sermon  it  was  announced  that  twenty  thousand 
dollars  were  needed  to  free  the  building  from  all  indebtedness.  The 
raising  of  that  amount  was  committed  to  that  prince  of  collectors, 
Dr.  Iliff,  and  by  the  time  the  hands  on  the  dial  plate  pointed  to  12:30 
p.  m.  twenty  thousand  dollars  had  been  secured  in  subscriptions  and 
at  the  afternoon  and  night  services  more  than  two  thousand  dollars 
more  were  subscribed,  making  in  all  about  twenty-two  thousand 
dollars  in  subscriptions  that  day.  After  the  subscriptions  were  all 
in  Bishop  Warren  dedicated  the  house  to  the  worship  and  service 
of  Almighty  God.  It  is  a  beautiful  church  edifice  and  will  compare 
favorably,  I  am  told,  with  any  church  building  in  the  state.  There 
is  nothing  lacking  in  the  building  for  the  comfort  and  convenience 
of  the  worshippers.  The  whole  city  is  proud  of  it.  Its  construction 
was  made  possible  by  the  untiring  efforts  of  its  present  pastor,  Dr. 
Wolfe,  who  prayed  and  plead  and  worked  as  only  a  wholly  conse- 
crated and  wise  man  can  and  will,  and  one  of  the  best  building  com- 
mittees ever  raised  by  a  church  or  congregation  for  that  purpose. 
Its  successful  completion  and  dedication  was  a  great  victory  for 
^Methodism  in  and  around  Hutchinson.  Between  two  and  three  thou- 
sand dollars  have  been  raised  and  paid  out  for  improvements  on 
other  churches  and  parsonages  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

The  benevolences  have  not  been  neglected.  With  the  office  sec- 
retaries and  field  secretaries  and  editors  of  our  church  periodicals 
and  our  book  writers  bombarding  us  every  day  in  the  year  with  leaf- 
lets, pamphlets,  papers  and  books  and  comparative  tables  of  statis- 
tics and  sending  trained  men  and  women  from  everywhere  to  ad- 
dress us  on  the  subject  of  the  benevolences  how  could  they  be  neg- 
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lected?  It  would  be  as  impossible  for  a  Methodist  preacher  to  neg- 
lect them  as  it  would  be  for  him  to  sleep  out  in  the  open  in  a  hail 
storm.  So  persistent  have  they  been  that  after  I  had  written  to 
the  secretaries  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension 
that  the  apportionment  for  their  cause  from  the  Newton  district 
would  be  full  they  sent  me  a  package  of  printed  postal  cards  urging 
the  pastors  to  be  sure  to  bring  up  the  full  apportionment  for  Home 
Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  requesting  me  to  sign  them 
and  send  them  out.  And  I  did.  What  else  could  I  do?  Do  you 
know  that  they  have  fired  their  literature  at  me  until  I  have  been 
troubled  in  my  dreams  about  the  benevolences.  God  bless  them  and 
help  them  to  keep  up  the  good  work  for  they  have  hit  at  lastupon 
the  plan  and  the  only  plan  by  which  the  presiding  elders,  pastors  and 
people  can  ever  be  moved  to  do  their  whole  duty  in  that  regard. 
And  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  returns  will  justify  the  means  em- 
ployed. Well  the  pastors  of  the  Newton  district  have  not  neglected 
the  benevolences.  They  have  faithfully  presented  the  several  causes, 
taken  the  collections  and  in  a  large  majority  of  the  charges  the  full 
apportionment  for  all  purposes  has  been  raised  and  the  overplus  in 
some  of  the  charges  will  cover  the  deficiencies  in  the  charges  that 
fall  short.  For  Foreign  IMissions  there  has  been  a  creditable  in- 
crease over  last  year's  collections.  Three  of  the  charges  of  the 
district,  Abbeyville,  Pretty  Prairie,  and  Burrton,  have  each  given 
more  for  that  purpose,  including  special  gifts,  than  they  have  paid 
their  rastors.  Newton  has  contributed  twelve  hundred  dollars  this 
year  for  the  support  of  Oscar  Huddleston  in  the  Philippine  Islands. 
Including  special  gifts,  Burrton  has  given  this  year  thirteen  hun- 
dred dollars  for  foreign  missions,  Abbeyville  about  eight  hundred 
dollars  and  Pretty  Prairie  about  seven  hundred  dollars.  First 
Church  Hutchinson,  after  building  a  forty  thousand  dollar  church, 
has  raised  nearly  double  its  apportionment  for  foreign  missions 
and  met  its  apportionment  for  nearly  all  the  other  causes.  All 
told  the  district  will  report  this  year  between  seven  thousand  five 
hundred  and  eight  thousand  dollars  for  foreign  missions.  It  may 
reach  the  latter  figure.  The  amount  raised  for  home  missions  and 
church  extension  is  about  two  thousand  dollars.  From  reports  fur- 
nished me  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  has  raised  and 
disbursed  for  their  cause  thirteen  hundred  and  thirteen  dollars  and 
fifty-eight  cents.  And  the  Woman's  Home  ^Missionary  Society  has 
raised  and  disbursed  one  thousand  and  thirty-eight  dollars  and 
•eleven  cents  cash  and  ninety-seven  dollars  and  twenty-seven  cents 
•cash  supplies. 

But  the  preachers  have  not  devoted  all  of  their  time  and  energy 
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to  the  financial  interests  of  the  church.  They  have  not  lost  sight  of 
the  true  end  and  aim  of  all  church  work.  Much  of  their  time  has 
been  devoted  to  things  spiritual.  A  whole  gospel  has  been  preached 
and  much  face  to  face  and  heart  to  heart  work  has  been  done  with 
a  view  to  helping  the  unsaved  into  the  Kingdom  and  believers  intO' 
a  better  state  of  Christian  experience.  In  a  majority  of  the  charges 
there  have  been  protracted  revival  efforts  and  in  several  of  them 
there  have  been  genuine  revivals  in  which  souls  have  been  born  inta 
the  Kingdom.  The  most  noteworthy  were  the  meetings  held  on 
the  Pretty  Prairie  and  Walton  charges.  The  former  because  of  the 
number  of  conversions,  one  hundred  and  fifteen,  and  the  latter  be- 
cause of  the  way  in  which  the  Lord  honored  the  faith  and  work  of 
a  young  and  inexperienced  exhorter.  When  Bro.  Blanpied  went  to- 
Walton  and  saw  the  great  need  there  he  was  so  overwhelmed  with 
a  sense  of  responsibility  and  insufficiency  that  he  went  to  his  knees 
and  had  a  good  long  talk  with  the  Lord  about  the  situation  in  which 
he  told  Him  that  a  great  work  was  needed,  that  he  was  only  an  ex- 
horter in  the  church  and  couldn't  do  anything  himself,  that  he  didn't 
think  the  people  would  or  could  do  much  and  that  if  anything  was 
accomplished  He  would  have  to  come  down  and  attend  to  it,  and  he 
plead  with  Him  until  the  Lord  heard  his  speech  or  prayer  or  what- 
ever it  was  and  sent  to  the  Walton  charge  a  work  of  grace  in  which 
there  were  thirty  conversions,  about  the  same  number  of  additions 
and  the  whole  church  greatly  revived  and  strengthened.  The  Lord 
still  hears  prayers  and  honors  faith.  But  in  several  other  charges 
there  were  as  many  conversions  as  at  Walton.  Thus  far  there  has 
been  reported  to  me  about  six  hundred  conversions  and  about  five 
hundred  additions  to  the  church.  And  as  I  see  it  the  spiritual 
state  of  the  work  is  very  good.  Our  Annual  District  Camp  Meeting 
held  in  the  park  at  Halstead,  proved  a  great  blessing  to  all  who  at- 
tended and  the  attendance  was  a  little  better  than  in  other  charges. 
Unfortunately  the  interest  did  not  become  very  widespread  until 
about  the  time  we  had  to  close.  And  yet  several  who  had  never 
sought  the  Lord  before  were  happy  in  a  Savior's  love  when  the 
meeting  closed. 

The  District  I\Iissionary  Convention  held  at  ElDorado,  while  not 
largely  attended  by  either  the  preachers  or  the  people,  proved  an 
inspiration  to  all  who  did  attend  and  there  went  out  from  it  an 
influence  that  was  felt  throughout  the  district. 

Two  sessions  of  the  District  Conference  have  been  beUl  during 
the  year,  one  at  Burrton  and  the  other  at  'Valley  Center.  Both 
sessions  were  fairly  \v(Ml  attoiulcMl  by  the  pastors,  but  the  laymen  of 
the  Newton  distiic  t  do  not  ;ni«iul   District  Conferences  and  so  were 
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and  give  liberally  of  their  means  to  support  the  gospel  and  the 
various  enterprises  of  the  church  and  help  in  revival  work  they  take 
no  interest  in  the  machinery  of  the  church.  Less  than  ten  per  cent 
of  the  membership  voted  at  the  election  for  delegates  to  the  Lay 
Electoral  Conference.  They  are  not  interested  in  elections  and  Dis- 
trict Conferences.  But  without  their  presence  we  had  two  very 
interesting  sessions  of  the  Conferences.  At  the  last  session  licenses 
to  preach  were  gi-anted  to  C.  W.  Blanpied,  C.  L  Wallace,  Wm.  Stewart 
and  J.  B.  Clark,  and  all  the  other  business  of  the  Conference  trans- 
acted. 

]Mi3s  Hansen,  our  District  Deaconess,  who  at  Peabody,  Burns, 
ElDorado,  and  Newton,  did  splendid  work  in  her  line  and  to  whom 
the  people  where  she  labored  became  deeply  attached,  found  at  the 
end  of  four  months  that  she  was  not  physically  able  to  keep  up  the 
work  of  a  District  Deaconess  and  so  left  the  district  to  go  into  hos- 
pital work.  The  prayers  of  the  people  v/here  she  labored  will  fol- 
low her  .  ]\Iiss  Severance,  the  First  Church  Hntchinson  Deaconess, 
has  been  dilligent  and  efficient  in  labor  for  another  twelve  months. 

Our  church  periodicals  haven't  a  very  extensive  circulation  in 
the  district.  Only  about  two  hundred  and  sixty-five  Central  Chris- 
tian Advocates  and  three  hundred  Epworth  Heralds  find  their  way 
into  the  homes  of  our  people.  A  few  Christian  Advocates  and  North- 
western Christian  Advocates  are  taken,  but  there  are  at  least  seven 
hundred  other  JMethodist  homes  in  the  district  in  which  they  should 
be  found. 

Concerning  my  own  work  it  is  not  needful  that  1  say  much. 
Four  times  during  the  year  I  have  been  to  each  of  the  charges  do- 
ing the  work  expected  of  a  presiding  elder  the  best  I  knew  how.  I 
have  held  all  of  the  quarterly  conferences  and  preached  and  ad- 
ministered the  sacraments  as  occasion  seemed  to  require.  The 
preachers  and  their  families  have' been  exceedingly  kind  to  me  for 
which  I  thank  them.  For  whatever  of  good  1  may  have  done  I 
want  to  give  God  the  glory  and  for  the  mistakes  I  have  made  I  pray 
His  forgiveness.

AVith  gratitude  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  for  His  abun- 
dant blessings,  we  present  our  report  of  the  work  of  the  district  for 
the  past  year. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  brethren  of  the  district,  and  other 
friends,  we  were  permitted  to  take  a  three  months  rest,  and  a  trip 
abroad  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  I  desire  here  to  ex- 
press my  great  appreciation  of  this 
kindress  and  to  accknowledge  my 
indebtedness  to  those  who  bestow- 
ed   it. 

During  the  time  I  was  away,  J. 
W.  Anc'.erson  had  charge  of  the 
work  on  the  district.  On  my  re- 
rcturn,  I  found  the  work  in  ex- 
cellent condition  and  evidence 
on  every  hand  of  the  faithful  and 
efiicient  service  he  had  rendered, 
and  expression  of  good  will  and 
appreciation  of  his  services  from 
preachers  and   people. 

At  tl:e  close  of  the  last  Con- 
ference session,  three  charges 
vrere  leTt  to  be  supplied:  Fowler, 
Hugoton  ,and  Minueola.  W.  H. 
Patterson  was  secured  as  a  sup- 
ply for  Fowler,  F  L.  Logston  for  Minneola,  and  W.  B  .Day  for  one- 
half  of  the  Hugoton  charge  and  Cyrus  iMcQuisten  for  the  other. 

Ai  tiie  end  of  tne  second  quarter,  u.  ]\I.  Scott  was  compelled, 
on  account  of  ill  health,  to  give  up  the  work  on  luka  charge,  F.  L. 
Logston  left  the  Winneola  charge  and  R.  O.  IMcClure  accepted  the 
Principalship  of  a  school  in  Louisiana,  leaving  Protection  without 
a  pastor.  After  some  little  delay  E.  L.  Scholle  was  secured  for 
luka,  M:  W.  Smith  was  given  charge  of  Minneola,  connecting  it  for 
the  time  with  Plains,  and  F.  O.  Dext:r  of  Protection.  These 
changes  have  necessarily  interferred.  with  the  work  on  these  charges 
and  I  fear  will  result  in  a  falling  off  in  t' elr  report  on  the  benevol- 
ences from  these  charges. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  New  Mexico  .^'::sion  Conference,  Kenton, 
which  for  a  time  was  suiiplied  ty  that  Cci  rrence,  was  returned  to  us 
and  we  were  notified  to  make  provisions  lor  it,  and  \V.  H.  M.Minin 
w\i3  ai'i'oirti'il  to  the  charge. 
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Since  the  return  of  Kenton  to  the  district  it  is  three  hundred  and 
fifty  miles  between  the  extreme  appointments  and  is  an  average  of 
sixty  miles  wide.  It  requires  six  hundred  and  forty  miles  travel 
by  private  conveyance  and  two  thousand  five  hundred  by  railway 
to  make  one  round  or  to  do  the  work  of  one  quarter.  There  are 
thirty-three  pastoral  charges  and  ninety-one  societies.  There  are 
ninety-two  Sunday  schools,  of  which  fiftj^-two  are  :Methodist  and 
forty  are  reported  as  Union  schools,  twenty-eight  of  these  are 
Methodist  in  all  but  the  name,  having  Methodist  officers  and  teach- 
ers and  in  most  instances  Methodist  literature.  The  Sunday  schools- 
are  doing  most  excellent  work.  They  were  never  provided  with  a 
greater  variety  or  better  helps  than  at  present.  We  are  glad  to- 
note_  the  increasing  evangelistic  spirit  and  the  advantage  that  is 
being  taken  for  good  v;crk  tlnoug";  the  use  of  "Decision  Days," 

There  are  thirty-three  Epworth  Leagues  and  nine  Junior  Lea- 
gues. The  Leagues  are  becoming  more  and  more  a  spiritual  power 
and  a  drill  ground  for  work  in  the  church,  that  is  to  increase  and 
Intensify  the  efficient  working  force  in  the  church. 

The  Epworth  Herald  grows  in  favor  with  both  young  and  old. 

Both  the  Woman's  Foreign  and  Home  Missionary  Societies 
have  district  organizations  and  their  auxiliaries  are  doing  good  work 
We  wish  that  both  of  these  societies  might  be  organized  in  all  of 
the  charges  in  the  district. 

Financially  the  year  has  been  one  of  general  prosperity.  Four 
new  churches  have  been  built,  two  of  them  were  begun  last  year. 
One  at  Fairview  costing  $3,000,  at  Ivanhoe  costing  $1,700,  at 
Beaver  costing  $2,500,  at  Liberal  costir^  $5,000.  The  last  two 
are  not  yet  dedicated.  One  under  way  at  West  Beaver  costing  $1,- 
200.  Subscriptions  amounting  to  over  ?4,000  for  one  at  Greens- 
burg.  The  Board  of  Church  Extension  granted  help  to  the  amount 
of  $1,400  to  these  enterprises.  Four  new  parsonages  have  been 
built;  one  at  luka  costing  $700,  at  Fowler  costing  $850,  at  Pratt 
costing  $3,850,  at  Medicine  Lodge  costing  $2,500,  one  under  way 
at  Ashland  costing  $1,000. 

There  have  been  improvements  on  church  and  parsonage  prep- 
erty  as  follows:  at  Beaver  $150,  at  Bucklin  $815,  at  Coldwater  $81, 
at  Coats  $500,  at  Foard  $250,  at  Greensburg  $200.  at  Guymon  $450, 
at  Preston  $150,  at  Fowler  $225,  at  Lake  City  $21,  at  Meade  $90, 
at  Medicine  Lodge  $300,  at  Minneola  $20,  at  Pratt  $450,  at  St.  John 
$75,  at  Sawyer  $50,  at  Turon  $1,000,  making  a  total  expended  for 
building  and  improvements  of  $37,327.  There  has  been  paid  on  in- 
debtedness $3,677.  A  grand  total  of  amount  paid  on  church  prop- 
erty of  $41,004. 
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There  are  twenty  Ladies  Aid  Societies  who  report  having  raised 
$4,877.  Medicine  Lodge  Ladies  Aid  raising  the  largest  amount  $1,- 
057. 

The  statistics  will  show  that  there  has  been  some  advance  in 
pastors'  salaries,  but  some  of  them  are  yet  too  small  to  give  the 
pastors  a  comfortable  support,  the  reason  for  this  being  the  pioneer 
condition  of  a  large  part  of  the  district. 

There  are  forty-four  church  buildings,  two  of  these  are  but 
"dug  outs,"  leaving  forty-six  societies  to  worship  in  school  houses 
or  private  dv,c!!:rgs. 

At  our  District  IMissionary  Rally  we  were  greatly  favored  and 
helped  by  having  with  us  Field  Secretary  Dr.  H.  J.  Coker,  J.  H.  Dun- 
levy  and  Mrs.  Ward  of  India.  Mrs.  Ward  visited  a  number  of  the 
charges  in  the  district  in  the  interest  of  the  Thoburn  Hospital. 

According  to  the  reports  the  brethren  have  sent  in  there  has 
been  raised  for  home  and  foreign  missions,  including  special  offer- 
ings,.$5, 120  and  for  other  1:er.evolences  ^2.666. 

The  Woman's  Foreign  ^Missionary  fociety  of  the  district  re- 
ports $214  and  the  Woman's  Home  TJissionary  Society  $129,  mak- 
Ink  a  grand  total  for  missions  of  $5,463  which  is  an  average  of 
$1.62  per  member  on  the  l:asis  of  the  full  men^bers  as  reported  at 
the  last  Conference  session.  The  increase  over  last  year  is  $1,896. 
This  increase  is  due  in  part  to  the  good  work  of  the  Missionary 
Rally.  I  believe  our  people  are  willing  to  give  of  their  means  and 
of  their  time  to  the  service  of  the  church  when  we  bring  them  in 
heart  touch  with  its  great  needs. 

Something  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  Aggessive  Evangelism. 
There  have  been  held  sixty  revival  meetings,  embracing  in  all  1151 
days  of  special  services.  Conversions  reported  82  7.  There  have  been 
brought  into  the  church  on  probation  402;  from  probation  and 
otherwise  1123,  making  an  increase  in  the  membership  of  the  dis- 
trict, including  probationers,  of  1534. 

Sixteen  new  societies  have  been  organized  in  hitherto  neg- 
lected places. 

These  results  are  an  indication  of  the  spiritual  condition  of 
the  work  and  evidence  the  faithful  servi;e  of  the  pastors. 

Son:e  Needs.  We  need  to  organize  five  new  pastoral  charges 
to  rightly  take  care  of  these  new  societies. 

We  need  to  provide  for  the  further  extension  of  our  work  and 
arrange  to  organize  in  the  twenty  oth.rr  places  from  whence  the 
Mascedonian   cry   is   heard. 

To  do  something  in  tlie  way  of  meeting  this  need  the 
district     appointed      a      committee   on      "Aggressive      Evangelism" 
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and  authorized  them  to  employ  an  evangelist  to  work  in  these  neg- 
lected places  and  to  apportion  the  amount  necessary  for  his  support 
to  the  several  charges  of  the  district.  If  this  can  be  done  there  can 
be  another  1500  added  to  the  church  in  this  district  next  year. 

We  need  more  well  equipped  young  men  thoroughly  imbued 
with  the  missionary  spirit  to  help  us  develop  this  great  field  and  se- 
cure our  full  share  of  it  to  Methodism.  A  large  proportion  of  the 
people  are  IMethodists  or  have  been  raised  under  Methodist  influence, 
and  they  look  to  us  to  furnish  them  with  the  preaching  of  the  gospel 
and  church  privileges. 

We  need  to  train  our  people  to  be  loyal  to  the  discipline  of  the 
church.  While  we  would  not  seek  to  engender  a  sectarian  spirit, 
yet  we  would  have  our  people  possess  enough  of  what  Chalmers 
called  "Churcheanity"  to  be  loyal  to  our  usage  and  interested 
enough  in  what  the  church  is  doing,  and  seeking  to  do,  to  take  our 
own  church  papers  and  thus  keep  in  touch  with  her  great  move- 
ments. No  better  periodicals  are  furnished  anywhere  than  those 
furnished  by  our  publishing  house.  The  Central  Christian  Advo- 
cate is  deservedly  popular  and  deserves  and  merits  a  much  larger 
circulation  than  it  has.  Three  hundred  and  three  church  papers 
are  taken  the  district.     There  should  be  three  times  that  number. 

We  need  a  revival  of  home  religion,  the  establishment  of  fami- 
ly worship,  the  reading  of  God's  word,  the  singing  of  the  grand 
old  spiritual  hymns,  and  prayer. 

I  can  think  of  no  service  that  would  be  of  greater  spiritual 
profit  to  any  home  than  to  take  one  of  that  most  excellent  collec- 
tions of  "Memory  Hymns"  by  our  Presiding  Bishop,  to  be  learned 
and  sung  each  week  for  the  year  in  connection  with  the  family 
worship.  If  this  was  done  we  should  have  inaugurated  a  revival 
that  would  surpass  anything  we  have  known.  How  the  hymns  that 
our  fathers  and  mothers  taught  us,  at  the  family  altar,  linger  with 
us  and  are  a  constant  benediction. 

Personally  the  year  has  been  one  of  great  privilege  and  oppor- 
tunity. My  relation  with  the  pastors  and  people  has  been  most 
pleasant.  I  have  been  blessed  with  health  and  strength  for  the 
work.  Since  my  return  I  have  held  all  of  the  Quarterly  Conferences 
but  two  and  have  visited  eighty  of  the  ninety-one  societies  of  the 
district. 

While  sensible  of  mistakes  and  failures  and  a  feeling  that  all 
has  not  been  done  that  might  have  been  done,   nevertheless  I  am 
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■conscious  of  a  purpose  to  be  loyal  and  faithful  to  the  interest  com- 
mitted to  my  trust. 

To  be  a  colaborer  with  Him  who  loved  me  and  gave  Himself 
for  me,  I  esteem  my  highest  privilege,  and  to  be  of  service  to  Him 
my  highest  ambition. 
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WICHITA  DISTRICT 
Edwin  A.  Hoyt,  Presiding  Elder. 
Pastoral  Items.  All  of  the  pastors  of  the  Wichita  district  have- 
done  excellent  service  this  year.  J.  G.  Eberhart,  supply  for  Garden 
Plaine,  did  not  report  for  duty,  so  I  had  C.  N.  Kessler  supply  the 
place  until  I  could  get  another  man,  which  I  did  in  June,  having 
j  secured  B.  F.  Coburn,  formerly  pastor 
of  the  M.  E.  Church,  South,  at  Augusta 
He  has  done  a  good  work,  and  comes 
up  for  admission  to  our  ranks.  In  the 
meantime,  H.  W.  Holter  resigned  God- 
dard  and  returned  to  Illinois;  but  no 
sooner  had  he  landed  at  Bloomington 
than  he  asked  to  be  allowed  to  return 
and  resume  his  work.  After  conferr- 
ing wtih  the  people  of  Goddard  I  con- 
sented and  he  returned  and  stayed  four 
weeks  more,  when  he  again  resigned, 
and  I  appointed  Bro.  Kessler  to  the 
charge.  He  shows  no  disposition  to 
resign,  and  the  people  do  not  want  him 
to.  Peck  was  supplied  by  H.  P.  Ran- 
dall, formerly  of  this  Conference,  who  has  done  well,  and  comea 
up  for  readmission.  The  health  of  D.  S.  VanGundy,  I  am  sorry  to 
say,  will  not  permit  him  to  continue  in  the  active  ministery.  He 
and  his  estimable  wife  have  endeared  themselves  greatly  to  the  peo- 
ple of  Colwich,  and  they  deeply  regret  that  the  pleasant  relation 
can  not  continue.  He  will  ask  for  the  superannuate  relation.  The 
health  of  all  of  the  other  pastors  has  been  good  throughout  the 
year,  as  has  my  own  also,  and  we  would  recognize  the  debt  of  grati- 
tude we  owe  to  our  Heavenly  Father.  During  the  year  Warren  Mer- 
rill Enyeart  came  to  help  his  father  at  Augusta;  Esther  Alice  Cum- 
mings  to  help  her  mother  at  Kingman;  the  neighbors  at  Andover 
say  the  unnamed  Dailey  boy  looks  just  like  his  father;- and  at 
Spivey  the  impression  is  the  new  Julian  girl  is  all  right.  Stephen 
Brink,  an  honored  superannuate,  after  years  of  suffering  has  gone  to 
his  reward.     He  was  a  good  man,  full  of  faith  and  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Church  Property.  In  building  and  improving  the  church  prop- 
erty Trinity,  Wichita,  heads  the  list  with  $6,400  paid  toward  the 
erection  of  their  fine  building.  The  basement  has  been  occupied 
since  January,  but  it  is  too  small  for  Sunday  school  and  congrega- 
tion, and  the  large  auditorium  and  the  Sunday  school  rooms  are 
badly  needed  to  accommodate  the  people.     These  will  be  supplied 
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and  the  house  dedicated  during  the  coming  year.  Very  close  to  this 
and  equal  to  it  in  loyalty  and  labor,  has  been  the  erection  of  the 
Harry  St.  Church  upon  the  lots  purchased  last  year.  A  beautiful 
frame  structure,  costing  to  date  about  $5,000,  is  just  ready  for  dedi- 
•cation.  Norwich  sold  the  old  parsonage  and  bought  a  new  one  for 
$1,173,  which  with  other  improvements  costing  $300,  is  all  paid 
for.  Kechi  built  a  good  parsonage  for  $700,  and  paid  for  it,  besides 
making  other  improvements.  Douglass  has  spent  over  $400  in 
needed  improvements,  Mulvane  $28  5,  Garden  Plaine  $270,  Spivey 
$240,  Cheney  $200,  and  nearly  all  the  other  charges  have  spent  less 
amounts.  The  total  will  be  not  far  from  $15,000.  In  addition  to 
the  new  work  begun  and  paid  for,  nearly  $13,000  have  been  raised 
on  old  indebtedness,  the  largest  amounts  being  St.  Paul's  $9,000, 
Conway  Springs  $2,000,  Murdock  $761,  which  clears  all  our  property 
in  that  charge;  Cleveland  $6  66,  which  almost  wipes  out  all  the  debt 
In  that  charge. 

The  Benevolences.  Whatever  may  be  reported  for  the  benevol- 
ences is  almost  entirely  the  result  of  the  labors  of  the  pastors  them- 
selves. The  only  help  was  given  by  Bro.  J.  A.  Davis  in  behalf  of 
the  China  Centennial  Fund,  which  has  materially  increased  the 
total  for  missions.  We  have  not  yet  become  familiar  enough  with 
the  reorganization  of  the  benevolences  to  present  them  in  the  most 
-effective  manner,  and  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the  consolidation 
in  its  present  shape  is  not  a  brilliant  success,  especially  in  its  re- 
lation to  the  getting  of  money. 

In  1882,  when  this  Conference  was  organized,  the  Wichita 
•district  embraced  the  territory  now  included  in  the  Wichita  and 
Winfield  districts,  and  received  that  year  $1,100  missionary  money. 
Altogether  in  twenty-six  years  it  has  received  $17,506,  or  an  aver- 
age of  $700  a  year.  During  that  time  it  has  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  the  ^Missionary  Society,  including  the  amount  for  this  year,  nearly 
$58,000,  or  about  three  and  a  half  times  a  much  as  it  has  received. 
Four  years  ago  when  I  came  to  the  district  five  charges  were  re- 
ceiving missionary  money.  This  year  two  charges  received  $120. 
One  of  these  will  be  broken  up  and  attached  to  other  charges,  and 
the  other  does  not  seem  to  be  promising  enough  at  this  time  to 
justify  the  expenditure  of  missionary  money  upon  it;  so  that  Wich- 
ita district  will  not  ask  for  any  missionary  money  for  next  year,  but 
will  take  her  place  in  the  self-supporting  ranks — the  first  district  in 
Kansas,  and  possibly  the  first  west  of  the  Missouri  river  to  do  so. 

In  addition  to  the  benevolences  for  which  the  pastors  are  re- 
sponsible, the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  has  raised  $ 
and  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  has  raised  $1,323.  in  cash 
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and  supplies.  In  all  the  financial  work  of  the  district  appreciative 
mention  should  be  made  of  the  Ladies  Aid  Societies,  which  have  add- 
ed to  various  needy  causes  nearly  $6,000.  The  largest  amounts  were 
raised  by  Trinity  $1,211,  Emporia  Ave.  $601,  St.  Paul  $560,  Harry 
St.  $365,  Towanda  $365,  Andover  $326,  Clearwater  $300.  I  know 
not  how,  in  some  places,  we  could  get  along  without  the  help  of 
these  societies. 

Spiritual  Interests.  In  all  our  puli)its  the  blessed  gospel  has 
been  preached,  and  the  pastors  have  stood  for  personal  and  civic 
righteousness.  Prayer  and  class  meetings  continue  at  many  points, 
but  at  others  have  died  out.  The  same  is  true  of  the  Epworth  and 
Junior  Leagues.  The  Sunday  school  interest  is,  I  think,  increasing, 
as  well  as  the  membership  of  the  church.  Excellent  revivals  have 
been  held  in  many  charges,  and  nearly  750  conversions  nave  been 
reported  to  me  by  the  pastors.  I  can  not  but  hope  that  a  safer  and 
more  profitable  evangelism  is  finding  favor  with  our  people,  and 
through  it  greater  and  better  results  may  be  secured.  I  have  felt 
disposed  to  preach  a  number  of  times  upon  the  spiritual  condition 
of  children,  and  to  urge  every  parent  to  labor  to  keep  their  little 
ones  in  the  Kingdom,  instead  of  allowing  them  to  spend  their  youth 
in  sin,  and  then  strive  to  get  them  back  into  the  fold. 

Periodicals.  The  circulation  of  our  church  papers  continue  about 
as  it  has  been  for  many  years — that  is,  about  one-fourth  as  many 
taking  them  as  should.  The  only  way  I  can  see  how  an  intelligent 
member  of  the  church  should  be  without  the  Central  Christian  Ad- 
vocate is  that  he  does  not  know  how  good  a  paper  it  is.  I  believe 
that  if  we  could  put  it  into  all  the  homes  of  our  people  it  would 
double  the  power  of  the  church  for  aggressive  work  for  the  blaster. 
The  habitual  reading  of  papers  devoted  to  other  interests  means 
the  subjection  of  the  mind  to  those  interests;  and  the  lack  of  the 
habit  of  reading  any  literature  leads  to  a  sad  neglect  of  the  word  of 
God.      All  of  our  Sunday  schools  use  our  literature. 

Deaconess  Work.  During  the  year  we  have  had  the  help  of 
several  deaconesses,  and  have  greatly  profited  thereby.  They  are 
excellent  workers,  and  wherever  they  have  gone  they  have  increased 
the  appreciation  of  the  people  of  this  line  of  service.  No-  small 
measure  of  the  success  attending  revival  work  has  been  due  to 
their  presence  and  earnest  cooperation. 

The  making  of  this  report  is  attended  with  a  sense  of  grati- 
tude to  God  for  his  kind  providence  and  abundant  grace.  Many 
thanks  are  due  to  pastors  and  people  for  the  numberless  favors; 
and  pardon  is  asked  of  God  and  men  for  anything  I  may  have  done 
that  was  not  up  to  grade. 
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WINFIELD   DISTRICT 
D.  M.  Yetter,  Presiding  Elder. 
A  the  close  of  another  Conference  year  we  record  sincere  and 
devout  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  His  manifold  and  con- 
stant goodness.     This  year  like  last,  neither  death  nor  serious  sick- 
ness has  entered  any  one  of  our  parsonage  homes. 

The  appointments  on  the  district  had  been  so  happily  adjusted 
a  year  ago,   that  comparatively  few   criticisms   reached   the  ear   of 

the  presiding  elder;  while  many 
expressions  of  gratitude  and  ap- 
roval  were  heard.  I  do  not  mean 
by  this,  to  say  that  every  church 
has  been  satisfied  or  every  pastor 
contented,  but  I  mean  that  it  has 
been  a  year  marked  by  harmoni- 
ous relations  and  gratifying  ac- 
chievments. 

At  the  adjournment  of  Confer- 
ence last  year,  one  charge,  Haz- 
elton,  was  left  unsupplied.  Our 
veteran  master  workman  and  wil- 
ling supply  for  every  emergency. 
Dr.  D.  W.  Phillips,  was  secured 
to  supply  the  work  for  three 
months,  during  which  time,  as  is 
his  custom,  he  did  a  large  amount 
of  visiting,  reorganizing  and 
straightening  of  the  crooked 
places.  At  the  end  of  four  months  D.  W.  VonSchriltz,  an  alumnus 
of  our  Southwestern  and  a  student  in  the  Chicago  University,  was 
secured  as  permanent  supply  for  the  vacancy,  and  who  has  with 
rare  tact  and  success  carried  the  work  of  the  year  to  a  well 
rounded  closing.  Bro.  J.  B.  Payton,  about  the  middle  of  the  year, 
was  relieved  from  the  Crystal  Springs  charge  to  attend  Garrett 
Biblical  Institute.  This  charge  was  variously  supplied  for  the 
balance  of  the  year,  and  notwithstanding  the  changes  and  discour- 
agements, sends  up  a  report,  considering  everything,  as  good  as 
the  best.  Other  than  these  two  changes,  all  have  been  served 
the  year  through  by  the  men  appointed  one  year  ago. 

The  Winfield  District  consists  of  thirty-five  charges  served  by 
twenty-two  Conference  men  and  thirteen  supplies.  Of  these  twenty- 
three  are  resident  pastors  and  twelve  are  non-resident  student 
pastors.     One  year  ago  in  my  report  I  said  some  things  about  the 
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student  supply  problem,  which  are  as  true  in  fact  and  principle 
today  as  they  were  then,  but  the  evils,  have  I  believe,  this  year 
been  reduced  well  nigh  to  the  minimum  on  the  ditsrict.  The  student 
pastors  without  an  exception  have  wrought  faithfully  and  well,  and 
their  work  compares  favorably  indeed  with  that  of  the  other  pastors. 
These  thirty-five  pastors  have  preached  regularly  to  seventy-nine 
congregations  at  sixty-eight  of  which  are  regular  organized  classes, 
and  eleven  places  where  we  hope  in  the  near  future  to  organize. 
There  will  be  the  same  number  of  charges  next  year.  We  have  add- 
ed a  few  classes  during  the  year. 

There  is  yet  some  territory  to  occupy,  but  tho  growth  is  not 
like  that  in  some  portion  of  the  Conference  where  new  settlements 
are  springing  up,  and  numerous  new  preaching  places  established. 
Our  territory  is  so  covered  by  church  organizatioirs  that  nol  many 
additional  ones  are  required.  Our  growth  for  the  present  must 
come  chiefly  through  the  strengthening  of  the  plants  wi  already 
possess.  The  year  now  closing  has  witnessed  a  steady  growth  in 
most  every  charge,  and  a  remarkable  growth  in  some  of  our  organi- 
zations, as  indicative  of  this  is  the  fact  that  twenty-two  of  the  thirty- 
five  charges  have  increased  the  salaries  of  their  pastors  by  a  sum 
aggregating  $2,605.  Two  have  decreased  their  salaries  by  a  sum 
aggregating  $175,  making  the  net  increase  on  the  district  $2,430. 
This  indicates,  doubtless,  satisfaction  with  the  appointments  made, 
but  it  should  also  be  taken  as  an  indication  of  increased  ability. 
And  as  a  goodly  number  of  these  same  churches  have  notified  me 
that  they  intend  to  do  still  better  next  year,  it  is  evident  that  the 
increased  obligations  were  not  unwisely  assumed. 

The  year  has  been  a  good  one,  and  the  high  water  mark 
of  last  year  has  been  exceeded  by  a  goodly  sum  in  most  every 
particular. 

Last  year  we  expended  $17,756  for  building  and  improve- 
ments; this  year  $46,193.  Last  year  we  raised  for  missions  and 
church  extension  $5,575;  this  year  we  lay  at  the  IMaster's  feet  for 
foreign  missions,  including  special  gifts,  $6,225  and  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  America  for  Christ  by  the  work  of  the  society  for  home 
missions  and  church  extension  $2,017,  a  total  for  both  of  $8,243 
against  $5,575  last  year,  an  increase  of  $2,668.  Last  year  we  paid 
for  Freemen's  Aid  and  Southern  Education  Society  $283,  for  the 
Sunday  School  Union  $101,  for  the  Tract  Society  $97,  and  for  the 
Children's  Educational  Fund  $173,  a  total  for  the  four  of  $654. 
This  year  for  the  same  purposes  we  bring  $796,  an  increase  of  $142. 
Last  year  we  gave  for  Conference  education  $1,092,  this  year  our  of- 
fering for  our  increasingly  popular  college  is  $1,193,  an  increase  of 
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$101,  last  year  we  laid  into  the  needy  hands  of  our  conference  claim- 
ants $845,  wishing  that  it  were  ten  times  that  amount.  This  year  we 
bring  to  them  with  shamed  faces  only  $801.  Last  year  of  our  ap- 
portionment of  $328  General  Conference  expenses  we  paid  $148, 
this  year  we  bring  $18  4  or  five  dollars  more.  Last  year  the  women 
of  the  Woman's  Foreign  ;Missionary  Society  gave  $1,214  for  the 
emancipation  from  heathen  darkness  their  sisters  across  the  sea. 
This  year  they  have  gleaned  $1,3  64  for  the  same  purpose.  Last 
year  the  women  of  the  Woman's  Home  ^lissionary  Society  gathered 
for  home  and  country  $9  6  5.  This  year  they  have  given  $1,356. 
Last  year  we  had  twenty-two  Ladies  Aid  Societies,  lifting  burdens 
to  the  amount  of  $4,444.  This  year  we  have  twenty-eight,  and  they 
have  paid  to  the  relief  of  various  needs  of  the  churches  $5,530. 

]\Iany  other  things  deserve  such  mention  as  time  and  space 
will  not  permit.  There  are  a  few  things  however  which  ought  not 
to  be  passed  without  special  mention,  although  only  a  few  words 
can  be  spoken  concerning  each  of  them.  As  foreshadowed  in  my  re- 
port of  last  year,  the  beautiful  church,  in  which  we  meet  for  this 
session  of  our  Conference,  was  finished  at  a  cost  of  $42,000  and  on 
the  twelfth  day  of  May  was,  by  Bishop  ;\Ioore  dedicated,  with  all 
indebtedness  provided  for  by  cash  and  subscriptions.  The  pastor 
and  people,  and  the  Conference  are  to  be  congratulated. 

On  his  return  from  Conference  for  his  fifth  year,  Bro.  Kitch 
took  up  the  challenge  of  the  people  of  Kiowa,  that  they  would  build 
a  new  church  should  he  be  returned  to  them,  and  proceeded  to  in- 
crease sentiment  and  secure  subscriptions  and  plans  for  a  church 
to  cost  not  less  than  $6,000.  On  January  19,  to  the  glory  of  God 
and  the  great  credit  of  the  happy  and  successful  pastor  and  his 
generous  and  heroic  people.  Dr.  Iliff  dedicated  a  church  costing 
$8,500  with  all  indebtedness  covered  by  cash  and  subscriptions 
with  a  margin  of  a  $1,000  to  cover  interest  and  shrinkage.  This 
church  provides  more  sittings  for  the  amount  of  money  expended 
than  any  other  church  I  remember  having  seen.  Bro.  W.  A. 
Wells,  a  student  supply,  went  last  spring  to  his  first  charge.  This 
first  year  of  his  ministery  he  has  led  in  building  one  church  cost- 
ing $2,000  or  more  and  in  rasing  a  subscription  of  nearly  $1,000 
to  build  another  church  at  his  other  appointment.  Bro.  Payton  and 
his  people  built  a  new  parsonage  costing  $700  or  more  at  Crystal 
Springs.  The  people  at  Latham,  Bro.  Buck  pastor;  at  Oxford.  F. 
G.  Severance  pastor;  at  Ildall,  B.  W.  Folsom  pastor,  reseated  their 
churches  and  otherwise  improved  their  church  buildings.  The  Har- 
per people  were  so  pleased  with  their  new  pastor  that  they  made 
over  at  a  cost  of  $400  their  old  inconvenient  parsonage  into  a  com- 
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fortable  and  modern  home.  Other  charges  and  pastors  have  dent 
things  worthy  of  notice  but  of  them  time  and  space  forbid  special 
mention.  The  total  amount  expended  for  building  and  improve- 
ments is  $46,193. 

While  the  churches  have  thus  been  building  and  improving 
church  properties,  they  have  not  neglecteJ  the  benevolences.  From 
various  directions  come  news  of  liberal  giving  and  larger  collections. 
We  have  been  particularly  interested  in  foreign  missions,  occasion- 
ed probably  by  two  things:  An  enthusiastic  soul  inspiring,  largely  at- 
tended Missionary  Rally,  held  last  October  at  Wellington  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Trimble  and  the  presence  of  Bro.  J.  A.  Davis  with 
his  great  and  effective  soul  cry  for  the  redemption  of  China.  That 
brother  has  succeeded  in  his  new  field.  The  churc-h  need  have  no 
fear  of  the  added  expense  of  field  men  if  others  get  results  as  do 
Davis  and  Trimble.  The  interests  of  other  benevolent  causes  of 
the  church  have  been  carefully  looked  after  and  nearly  all  the 
charges  will  report  all  apportionments  in  full,  with  some  far  in 
excess  of  that. 

The  various  subsidiary  activities  of  the  churches  have  been  pro- 
secuted with  intelligence  and  earnestness.  Sunday  schools  and 
Sunday  school  methods  are  improving.  We  have  fifty-one  Meth- 
odist Sunday  schools  and  nineteen  Union  schools  with  an  aggregate 
enrollment  of  643  4  members.  In  these  schools  564  teachers  teach 
on  an  average  4240  persons  every  Sunday.  Nearly  all  of  these  Sun- 
day schools  encourage  the  missionary  spirit  and  are  organized  into 
missinary  societies  conforming  more  or  less  closely  to  the  discip- 
linary requirements.  All  the  Methodist  schools  and  a  number  of 
the  others  use  our  own  literature. 

We  have  thirty-three  chapters  of  the  Epworth  League  with  a 
total  membership  of  1627.  Of  these  155  are  pursuing  systematic 
Bible  study.  There  are  seventeen  mission  study  classes  with  an  ag- 
gregate membership  of  163.  There  are  288  copies  of  the  Epworth 
Herald  taken.  In  these  chapters  there  are  over  one  hundred  com- 
rades of  the  Morning  Watch  and  eighty-two  are  registered  as 
Christian  Stewards.  There  are  fourteen  Junior  League  organiza- 
tions on  the  district  with  500  members. 

One  year  ago  we  promised  some  improvements  in  keeping  the 
rules  of  the  discipline  in  the  matter  of  the  instruction  of  children. 
We  are  glad  to  report  some  gain  in  classes  formed  for  this  pur- 
pose, but  we  yet  fall  very  short  of  the  diciplinary  requirements,  and 
I  fear  of  the  requirements  of  Him  who  said  "feed  my  lambs."  The 
problem  here  seems  to  be  to  get  proper  persons  as  leaders  in  this 
work.  The  Epworth  League  Institute  is  doing  something  to  remedy 
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thes  defect.  The  one  held  at  Winfield  last  year  was  the  cause  of  a 
number  of  Junior  Leagues  being  organized,  and  a  number  of  Senior 
Leagues  being  resurrected.  It  is  a  success.  We  are  happy  that  we  are 
to  have  another  one  within  the  bounds  of  our  Conference  next  sum- 
mer. One  of  the  duties  of  the  church  today  is  to  train  and  equip 
leadership  for  the  church  of  tomorrow.  Nothing  is  more  im- 
portant. 

This  leads  me  to  speak  of  an  institution  that  exists  in  our 
midst  for  that  specific  purpose.  •  I  speak  of  our  Southwest  Kansas 
Conference  College  which  being  located  within  the  bounds  of  the 
district  of  which  I  am  presiding  elder,  I  am  expected  to  make  report 
to  this  body  of  "the  condition  and  statistics"  of  that  institution.  The 
present  year  is,  without  question,  the  most  successful  and  prosper- 
ous year  in  its  history.  The  enrollment  exceeds  that  of  last  year 
b)y  nearly  or  quite  a  hundred.  We  are  embarassed  by  our  success. 
The  crying  need  is  room.  This  we  must  have  if  we  meet  the  expecta- 
tions of  the  Master  and  the  demands  of  our  times  and  the  genera- 
tions to  come. 

Wc  IMiist  Have  A  New  Building. 

The  president  of  the  College,  with  a  sigh  that  came  from  his 
burdened  heart,  said  to  me  a  few  days  ago,  "It  is  hard  work  to 
make  men."  But  brethren,  he  is  doing  it  and  this  country,  our 
church,  the  world  and  eternity  are  going  to  be  richer  for  the  work 
•of  our  College.  A  revival  held  at  Grace  church  last  winter  greatly 
quickened  the  spiritual  life  of  the  school  and  resulted  in  the  conver- 
sion of  many.  For  the  financial  statistics  I  refer  you  to  the  report 
of  the  Fiscal  Secretary,  which  ought  to  be  in  the  report  of  your 
committee  on  education.  The  credit  of  the  institution  is  first-class. 
Its  paper  never  goes  to  protest.  The  banks  of  Winfield  compete 
for  the  possession  of  its  warrants. 

The  spirit  of  revival  has  been  abroad  in  the  district.  We  did 
not  hold  a  camp  meeting  this  year.  Our  Missionary  Rally,  and  our 
District  Conferences  were  largely  attended  by  the  pastors  and  lay- 
men and  were  seasons  of  refreshing  from  the  presence  of  the 
Lord.  Our  two  District  Conferences  were  the  best  from  point  of 
attendance  and  helpfulness  I  think  I  ever  attended.  The  pastors  re- 
port 856  conversions.  493  have  joined  the  church  on  probation 
and  662  by  letter.  We  will  report  a  goodly  increase  in  members. 
While  we  thank  God  for  what  has  been  done  in  this  regard,  yet  the 
fruitage  in  souls  ought  to  have  been  more.  Our  business  is  to 
get  people  saved.  856  souls  are  not  enough  to  be  reported  from 
a  district  the  size  of  this.     It  ought  to  be  more.     We  could  make  it 
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more    if    we    would.      Good    revivals    were    held    on    a    number    of 
charges. 

A  word  as  to  my  own  work.  I  am  required  by  the  discipline 
to  travel  throughout  the  district  and  be  present  as  far  as  practicable 
at  all  the  quarterly  meetings.  This  I  have  done.  I  have  held  all 
the  quarterly  conferences,  and  have  given  my  time  unstintingly 
to  the  affairs  of  the  district.  My  relations  with  the  pastors  and 
laity  of  the  district  have  been  most  pleasant.  It  has  been  a  year 
of  harmonious  labor  with  all  the  charges.  It  may  be  that  some 
of  the  brethren  have  felt  sometimes  that  I  have  too  persistently 
pushed  the  claims  of  the  various  interests  and  used  the  spur  a 
little  too  frequently,  but  I  am  sure  that  when  my  younger  brethren 
have  had  time  to  take  a  wider  survey  of  the  field  and  its  needs;  when 
they  have  taken  time  to  put  their  ears  closer  the  earth  and  caught 
the  sound  of  the  tread  of  the  millions  going  to  a  Christless  eternity, 
and  have  realized  more  fully  the  strength  of  organized  evil  in  the 
world;  and  when  they,  like  I,  begin  to  see  the  shadows  lengthen, 
and  the  allotted  time  for  work  rapidly  drawing  to  an  end;  and 
when  in  the  light  of  approaching  eternity  they  realize  more  fully 
how  short  life  is,  and  how  little  a  man  in  one  life  time  can  do 
they  too  will  say,  "The  King's  business  requires  haste",  and  will 
be  glad  that  somebody  tried  to  bring  them  to  their  best.  The  year 
has  been  a  good  one.  Strength  of  body  to  do  the  work  required 
has  been  given.  For  this  I  am  thankful.  We  as  a  district,  pastors, 
people,  and  presiding  elder,'  working  together,  have  accomplished 
some  things.  All  of  them  can  not  be  tabulated.  "The  best  of  all 
is  God  is  with  us.  "

Conference  was  secured  to  be  located  at  some  place  accessible  to  the 
great  Central  Southwest;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved:  That  we  endorse  the  Conference  to  be  held  at 
Pertle  Springs,  Warrensburg,  Mo.,  June  12  to  19,  and,  seing  in 
this  our  rare  opportunity  for  the  multiplying  of  misionary  intelli- 
gence and  zeal,  we  pledge  it  our  support. 

Second:  That  we  will  send  to  this  Conference  representative 
young  people,  capable  of  becoming  leaders  and  of  returning  to 
their  homes  to  quicken  the  missionary  activity  in  all  departments 
of  church  work.

Our  own  Conference  College  at  Winfield  should 
challenge  the  earnest  support  and  hearty  co-operation  of  every 
Epworthian  within  the  conference.  With  its  new  building  now 
assured,  it  will  become  more  and  more  a  factor  in  the  development 
of  Christian  leadership  in  this  great  empire  of  the  Southwest.  As 
ministers,  we  will  use  our  influence  to  send  our  young  people  to 
this    our  own  Christian  college.

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON   EDUCATION. 
I.      BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

Our  Board  of  Education  is  doing  a  most  praisworthy  service 
to  the  church  in  assisting  worthy  young  people  to  secure  a  wider 
training  for  life's  service.  The  past  year  has  seen  an  army  of  two 
thousand  young  men  and  women  making  such  preparation  for 
service  as  will  fit  them  to  serve  the  church.  More  than  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  have  been  expended  during  the  past  year.  It  is 
imperative  that  Children's  Day  be  observed  and  the  purpose  of  the 
collection  fully  explained. 

II.      TIJEOLOGICAL  SCHOOLS. 

We  heartily  commend  our  theological  seminaries  to  such  of  our 
men  as  desire  the  complete  training  which  will  fit  them  for  wider 
influence.  Boston  School  of  Theology,  Drew  Theological  Seminary 
and  Garrett  Biblical  Institute  each  has  its  peculiar  advantages  which 
invite  students  to  choose  as  the  place  for  study. 

We  nominate  as  visitors  to  Garrett  Biblical  Institute  for  this 
year:     Lewis  E.  Simes  and  Wm.  B.  Barton. 

III.      SOUTHWESTERN. 

With  the  increasing  demand  for  trained  men  in  every  line  of 
life  we  look  to  our  own  Conference  College  with  hope  as  being 
the  place  from  which  our  ministerial  supply  in  large  part  must  come. 
We  recommend  it  also  as  a  good  place  for  the  young  men  of  our 
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conference  who  have  not  yet  secured  a  collegiate  training. 

The  year's  report  shows  a  good  advance  in  all  lines.  The 
school  has  made  phenomenal  growth  during  the  period  of  the  pre- 
sent administration.  Endowment  has  been  secured;  the  campus 
enlarged;  improvements  made  to  the  property;  the  library  increased, 
and  finally  a  splendid  start  made  toward  the  much  needed  Admin- 
istration building.  The  faculty  and  trustees,  as  do  the  constituency 
of  Southwestern,  believe  that  education,  to  be  complete,  must  not 
only  develope  the  mind,  but  must  also  educate  the  heart  and  form 
Christian  character.  We  note  with  satisfaction  that  a  good  revival 
was  held  during  the  year.  We  commend  the  victorious  prayer 
meetings,  the  work  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  and  the 
Student  "Volunteers. 

The  collections  from  the  conference  for  the  year's  expenses  of 
the  school  amount  to  above  four  thousand  dollars.  We  recommend 
that  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  per  member  be  asked  from  the 
conference  for  the  support  of  our  Conference  College.  We  have 
a  great  conference,  situated  in  a  rapidly  developing  territory.  We 
ought  to  make  of  our  college  a  great  college.  We  can  do  it.  Let 
it  be  done.  The  new  Administration  building  will  require  a  united 
effort  on  the  part  of  us  all.  We  pledge  every  pastor  to  stand  loyally 
by  the  President  and  Trustees  in  this'  matter. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  our  college  is  hereby  authorized  and 
instructed  to  take  such  legal  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  change 
the  name  of  the  "Southwest  Kansas  Conference  College"  to  "South- 
western College." 

We  recommend  that  the  conference  re-elect  W.  J.  Martindale 
and  D.  D.  Akin  as  trustees  of  Soule  College. 

We  nominate  as  trustees  for  the  period  19  08-11:  A.  O.

TEMPERANCE. 

We  point  with  gratitude  to  an  awakened  national  conscience, 
to  an  era  of  law  enforcement,  to  the* marvelous  growth  of  temper- 
ance and  prohibition  sentiment,  especially  in  the  Southern  states; 
and  to  Oklahoma,  which  entered  statehood  with  a  constitution  that 
outlaws  the  liquor  traffic. 

The  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union  lias  been  foremost 
in  temperance  education,   in    tho  creation   of   prohibition   sentiment. 
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and  in  the  work  of  law  enforcement.  We  therefore  hail  the  ten 
thousand  women  of  that  organization  in  Kansas  and  assure  them  of 
our  hearty  support  and  co-operation  in  their  great  work. 

We  commend  the  present  state  administration  for  its  vigorous 
and  successful  enforcement  of  the  prohibitory  liquor  law.      , 

WHEREAS:  The  Kansas  State  Temperance  Union  (the  Kan 
sas  department  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League  of  America)  has,  by  its 
efficient  leadership,  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  our  prohibitory 
law;    and, 

WHEREAS:  Five  years  ago  in  thirty-five  counties  of  our 
state,  and  in  all  but  one  of  our  large  cities,  the  prohibitory  law 
was  flagrantly  violated,  while  today  in  one  hundred  of  our  counties 
the  prohibitory  liquor  law  is  as  well  enforced  as  any  other  law  on 
our   statute   books;    and, 

WHEREAS:  Peace  and  plenty  now  obtain  in  many  homes 
throughout  Kansas  that  were  formerly  destitute  of  joy  and  the 
necessities  of  life  because  of  the  open  joint  and  saloon;  and, 

WHEREAS:  Untold  blessings  have  come  to  the  church  in 
many  parts  of  our  state  because  of  an  enforced  prohibitory  law, 
in  that  the  greatest  barrier  to  the  work  of  the  Spirit  of  God  in  the 
hearts  of  men  has  been  removed;   and, 

WHEREAS:  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  has  given  sub- 
stantial aid, to  the  movement  by  endorsement,  by  personal  and  finan- 
cial support,  the  success  of  which  movement  has  shown  the  wisdom 
of  the  church  in  extending  such  aid  and  endorsement;  therefore 
be    it 

Resolved,  That  the  Southwest  Kansas  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  regular  session  assembled,  renews 
its  endorsement  of  the  Kansas  State  Temperance  Union  as  a  safe 
and  sane  organization  through  which  the  Methodist  Church  may 
work  for  the  complete  overthrow  of  the  liquor  traffic.  Our  churches 
will  be  open  to  its  workers  for  at  least  one  regular  service  during 
the  conference  year,  and  we  further  pledge  the  Union  our  hearty 
support.

REPORT    OP    COMMITTEE    ON    REFORMS. 

The  spirit  of  reform  movement  is  in  the  air.  With  no  little 
sense  of  satisfaction  we  note  the  supression  of  gambling  and 
other  vices.  We  commend  and  praise  the  effort  of  the  noble  man- 
hood and  womanhood  of  our  south-land,  who  have  grappled  with 
and  strangled  that  monster  of  vice  of  their  home  land,  '"The  Liquor 
Traffic." 

We    experience     great     joy     over     the     demands    of     Governor 
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Hughes  of  New  York  for  the  formulating  and  enforcement  of  laws 
which  shall  suppress  the  vice  of  race  track  gambling,  and  as  well 
all  other  forms  of  vice.  We  are  deeply  impressed  by  the  definite 
commitment  of  our  Governors,  Folk  and  Hoch,  in  their  determina- 
tion to  be  true  to  their  oath  of  office  and  to  God. 

However,  many  things  remain  to  be  desired.  We  need  reform 
in  the  observance  of  our  Sabbath  and  our  Nation's  birthday.  We 
have  found  that  no  law,  however  good  and  beneficial,  can  be  en- 
forced except  by  the  moral  sentiment  of  a  majority  of  the  people. 
Our  Sabbaths  are  desecrated  and  our  country's  birthday  prostituted. 
As  ministers  of  a  Gospel  of  Righteousness  we  should  be  instant 
in  saeson  and  out  of  season  in  shaping  and  moulding  the  sentiment 
of  the  people  in  our  respective  communities  until  they  experience 
a  moral  concern  in  this  greatest  of  questions — the  keeping  of  the 
Sabbath  day  as  unto  the  Lord. 

Your  committee  heard  the  statement  of  Dr.  Edward  Thompson 
and  read  tne  documents  presented  by  him,  that  the  Sunday  League 
America  is  an  interdenominational  society  in  which  our  church  is 
represented  by  some  of  our  ablest  ministers  and  laymen,  and  that 
its  sole  object  is  to  stimulate  thought,  and  influence  action  toward 
Sabbath  observance.  It  holds  evangelistic  meetings  in  churches  of 
all  denominations.  With  its  plan  of  work  every  state  is  to  be 
reached  every  five  years.  This  being  the  year  for  this  work  in 
Kansas,  we  hereby  welcome  Dr.  Thompson,  the  National  Secretary, 
to  all  the  charges  which  he  has  not  reached.  Wherever  he  cannot 
go  personally  we  pledge  ourselves  to  preach  on  this  "subject  at 
least   once   this  year. 

RESPECTING  A  CHRISTIAN  FOURTH  OF  .U'LY. 

We  need,  we  must  have  a  reform  in  the  method  of  observ- 
ing our  Nation's  birthday.  Is  it  not  possible  for  Christian 
people  to  unite  and  consecrate  the  day  to  temperance  reform? 
Why  should  we  not  set  apart  the  Fourth  of  July  as  a  day  for  in- 
structing oiir  young  people  in  the  deeper  lesson  of  Christian 
patriotism,  and  use  every  means  to  enlist  them  for  life  in  a  su- 
preme effort  to  destroy  the  saloon?  Therefore  we  offer  the  follow- 
ing resolution: 

RESOLED:  That  so  far  as  practicable  we  will  make  a 
special  effort  to  have  our  congregations  and  Sunday  schools  observe 
the  Fourth  of  July  as  a  day  consecrated  to  the  promotion  of 
temperance  reform;  that  we  will  especially  seek  to  interest  our 
children  and  our  young  people  in  the  movement  and  that  we  will 
strive  to  promote  a  i)ropor  Christian  observance  of  our  Nations 
birthday.     That  we  will  endeavor  to  unite  In  co-operation  all  rellg- 
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ious  bodies  and  young  people's  organizations  in  this  effort  to  save 
our   nation   from   the   curse   of   intemperance.

WHEREAS:  With  the  passing  of  men  who  have  wrought  in 
this  field,  many  valuable  historical  data  are  quietly  slipping  into 
forgetfulness,  which  if  preserved  would  be  highly  prized  by  future 
generations;    and, 

WHEREAS:  There  has  come  to  us  knowledge  of  some  very 
valuable  records  kept  by  some  of  the  brethren  of  our  conference; 
therefore, 

Resolved:  1.  That  the  conference  direct  that  the  Historical 
Society  make  diligent  effort  to  secure  and  preserve  all  such  special 
memoranda,  with  all  curios,  and  pictures  of  early  churches,  par- 
sonages and  pioneer  preachers  who  laid  the  foundations  of  the 
church   in   this   territory. 

2.  That  a  chest  be  provided  for  the  safe  preservation  of  these 
memorials  which  may  be  kept  in  our  college  building. 

3.  That  a  complete  file  of  our  Conference  Minutes  be  secured 
and  kept  among  the  records  of  this  Society,  and  also  the  Conference 
Record  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Stewards. 

4.  We  recommend  the  election  of  the  following  officers: 
President,  J.  W.  Anderson;  Vice  President,  P.  H.  Waitt;  Secretary, 
A.  O.  Ebright;  Custodian,  Pastor  Grace  Church;  Directors,  E.  A. 
Hoyt,  W.  J.  Martindale,  E.  C.  Beach. 

5.  We  hereby  express  our  appreciation  of  the  services  of 
Brothers  Ward  and  Blood  in  the  issuance  of  our  most  excellent 
Conference  Daily,  and  request  a  complete  file  for  the  Historical 
Society.

CHURCH  AND  PARSONAGE  INSURANCE. 
At  the  close  of  1907  the  National  Church  :\Iutual  Insurance  Co. 
had  a  business  of  $31,377,04.5.00  on  its  books,  an  increase,  after 
charging  out  all  expirations  and  cancellations  because  of  defective 
conditions,  etc.,  of  over  $2,000,000.00.  The  losses  were  more 
than  $20,000.00  larger  than  the  previous  year,  owing  largely  to  the 
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lightning  losses,  of  which  there  were  117,  resulting  in  fires  more 
frequently  than  in  most  years,  three  total  losses  having  occurred 
from  this  cause.  No  building  was  damaged  by  lightning  which 
was  equipped  with  rods.  During  only  one  year  since  business  be- 
gan were  loses  as  heavy.  The  total  number  from  all  causes  was 
22  8.  All  losses  were  promptly  paid,  as  is  invariably  the  record  of 
our  company,  and  at  the  annual  meeting  in  January  a  dividend  of 
6  per  cent,  was  declared  out  of  the  surplus  remaining,  after  setting 
aside  the  reserve  for  the  protection  of  policy-holders.  When  it 
is  remembered  that  in  addition  to  the  protection,  which  is  all  that 
old  line  companies  furnish;  this  return  to  the  policy-holders  of 
about  twice  the  interest  they  would  have  received  from  savings 
banks  if  the  premium  money  had  been  deposited  there,  the  result 
is   gratifying. 

During  the  eight  and  three-quarter  years  of  business,  pro- 
tection to  the  extent  of  $64,990,734.00  has  been  extended  to  prop- 
erty used  exclusively  in  the  service  of  Methodism.  Losses  have 
been  paid  aggregating  $345,348.80.  It  is  estimated  by  the  com- 
pany that  over  $100,000.00  was  paid  for  losses  to  churches  that 
would  have  been  without  insurance  but  for  this  organization.  The 
resources  of  the  company,  including  the  reserve  of  $36,673.33, 
which  represents  the  unexpired  premiums  on  business  in  force,  were 
$341,219.79,  of  which  $57,453.69  was  cash  assets.  Losses  in 
process  of  adjustment  $6,385.12.  Dividends  not  yet  paid  $1,811.50, 
and  sundry  accounts  payable  $4,433.48.  The  fact  that  but  $107.29 
premiums  were  more  than  ninety  days  due,  considered  in  connec- 
tion with  the  fact  that  over  $125,000.00  premiums  were  handled 
during  the  year,  speal^s  eloquently  as  to  the  character  of  the 
policy-holders,  their  opinion  of  this  work  and  the  carefulness  of  the 
management..  We  owe  it  to  the  thousands  of  churches  that  are 
entirely  dependent  upon  this  organization  for  protection  that  at 
least  a  portion  of  the  insurance  be  placed  with  our  company  by 
those  who  are  in  easy  financial  circumstances,  and  thus  improve 
the  average  loss  and  expense  ratio  and  add  to  the  strength  of  the 
company.

We  believe  it  the  plain  duty  of  all  our  pastors  to  solicit  sub- 
scriptions to  our  publications,  and  that  it  is  not  our  duty,  as 
Methodist  preachers,  to  solicit  subscriptions  to  periodicals  with 
which  our  church  has  nothing  to  do. 

We  recommend  the  continuance  of  the  Conference  Daily. 

Believing  the  Methodist  Review  to  be  a  most  excellent  mag- 
azine, we  urge  all  our  pastors  to  subscribe  for  it. 

We  commend  the  Christian  Republic  and  World  Wide  Missions, 
and  insist  that  every  pastor  do  his  utmost  to  place  these  publica- 
tions in   the  homes  of  our  people.

6.  Only  one  day  will  be  given  to  the  work  of  examination 
at  the  conference,  and  no  examination  will  be  begun  after  noon  of 
the  day  next  preceding  the  session  of  the  conference. 

7.  A  standard  of  scholarship  equivalent  to  that  prescribed  by 
the  University  Senate  for  admission  to  college  is  required  for  admis- 
sion on  trial  in  this  conference. 

8.  Due  notice  will  be  given  as  to  the  time  and  place  of  the  mid- 
year meeting  for  review  and  examination,  which  every  undergraduate 
is  expected  to  attend.

By  unanimous  consent  of  the  Conference  the  secretory-  was 
requested  to  cast  the  entire  vote  of  the  Conference  for  Mrs.  Alice 
Shamleffer,  Chas.  L.  Marmon,  Dr.  E.  M.  Hoover  and  C.  L.  Crookham 
for  reserve  delegates,  thus  making  their  election  unanimous. 

The  committe  on  Resolutions  reported  as  follows: 

We,  your  committee  on  Resolutions,  beg  leave  to  report  the 
following: 

BROTHERHOOD. 

The  natural  tendency  of  the  human  heart  is  towards  fraternity 
and  brotherhood,  and  as  an  evidence  of  this  fact  we  point  to  the 
growing  numbers  of  fraternal  organizations  springing  up  in  our 
land  and  which  number  their  adherents  by  the  tens  and  hundreds 
of  thousands.  We  oelieve  the  church,  as  far  as  possible,  must  recog- 
nize and  meet  this  need;  therefore 

Resolved:  That  we  endorse  the  action  of  our  church  in  secur- 
ing the  consolidation  of  our  different  Brotherhoods  into  one  body, 
and  urgently  recommend  that  our  Presiding  Elders  and  Pastors 
push  the  organization  of  a  Methodist  Brotherhood  wherever  our 
church  has  an  opportunity. 

EVANGELIZATION. 

As  the  great  Methodist  church  is  acting  under  the  orders  of 
King  Emanuel,  and  as  one  of  its  chief  duties  is  the  evangelization 
of  the  world;    therefore 
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Resolved:  1.  That  the  evangelization  of  the  great  South- 
west should  be  pushed  by  our  church. 

2      That  we  urgently  and  insistently  call  the  attention  to  our 

leaders  of  the  great  possibilities  that  lie  before  us  there,  and  point 

out  the  fact  that  every  church  established  by  our  Society  will  stand 

forever  as  a  monument  of  our  obedience  to  the  Lord's  commands. 

EDUCA'iiON. 

Believing  in  education  in  all  its  bearings  and  realizing  that 
strength  and  force  of  character  is  increased  by  the  symmetrical  de- 
velopment of  both  head  and  heart;   therefore 

Resolved:  1.  That  we  urge  our  church  authorities  to  set  up 
a  higher  standard  for  admission  to  the  ministry. 

2.  That  we  take  greater  care  in  selecting  teachers  for  our 
public  schools,  always  seeking  to  secure  good,  honest,  efficient, 
upright,  Christian  teachers,  whose  example,  as  well  as  precepts, 
shall  influence  for  good  in  character  building. 

3.  That  we  hereby  pledge  our  co-operation  in  the  upbuilding 
of  our  higher  institutions  of  learning,  both  at  home  and  in  foreign 
lands. 

4.  That  we  hereby  express  our  .warm  appreciation  of  the 
splendid  work  being  done  in  our  college,  and  point  with  pleasure  to 
the  increase  of  its  endowments  to  $100,000.00,  and  to  the  large 
increase  of  numbers  and  to  the  Christian  spirit  that  pervades  our 
student  body. 

5.  That  we  owe  a  debt  of  deep  gratitude  to  the  faculty  and 
our  matchless  President  Mossman,  and  that  we  stand  ready  to  give 
the  school  our  hearty  support  and  predict  for  it  a  glorious  future. 

OUR  PERIODICALS. 

We  congratulate  our  church  on  the  marked  improvement  of 
both  our  Sunday  School  supplies  and  our  Christian  Advocates,  be- 
lieving that  the  editing  of  these  supplies  with  such  great  care  de- 
mands better  patronage;   therefore 

Resolved:  That  we  urge  our  Sunday  Schools,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, to  patronize  our  own  Book  Concern,  and  we  bespeak  for  the 
Central  Christian  Advocate  a  place  in  every  home  within  the  bounds 
of  this  Conference. 

DEACONESSES. 

Seeing  the  efficient  work  our  Deaconesses  are  doing  in  their 
respective  fields  of  labor  in  this  Conference  and  believing  that 
their  numbers  should  be  greatly  increased  and  their  work  oxtiMulod 
in   this   Conference;    therefore 

Resolved:      That   we    urge   the    number   of    Deaionesses    be    in- 
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creased  until   every  charge  in   the   Conference  shall   employ   one   a 
part  or  all  the  time. 

TEMPERANCE. 
It  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  we  report  the  splendid  advance- 
ment in  temperance  in  our  state;  therefore 

Resolved:  That  we  are  greatly  indebted  to  Governor  Hoch 
and  his  attorney  general  for  the  prompt  and  efficient  work  they 
have  done  in  law  enforcement,  and  we  urge  that  total  abstinence 
be  the  watchword  in  all  homes,  and  that  we  keep  before  our  Sunday 
School  and  Epworth  League  the  great  and  terrible  sin  of  intem- 
perance. 

SABBATH    OBSERVANCE. 
WHEREAS:      The   strict  observance   of   the  Christian    Sabbath 
is  the  foundation   of  our   religious   prosperity   and   required   by   the 
Word  of  God;   therefore 

Resolved:  That  we  will  use  every  effort  to  promote  its  ob- 
servance by  example  and  precept  and  by  urging  and  aiding  in  the 
enforcement  of  all  Sunday  laws  now  on  our  statutes. 

In  view  of  the  heated  discussion  in  our  last  General  Conference 
on  the  question  of  amusements; 

Resolved:  That  we  are  unalterably  opposed  to  tJie  repeal  of 
Section  2  48  of  our  Discipline  touching  the  question  of  doubtful 
amusements. 

Resolved:  That  we  each  and  all  desire  to  express  our  thanks 
and  the  warm  gratitude  of  our  hearts  to  the  good  people  of  Winfield 
for  their  kind  and  generous  hospitality  in  doing  so  much  to  make 
our  visit  with  them  pleasant  and  profitable.  We  also  desire  to  thank 
the  good  people  who  so  kindly  furnished  the  church  for  our  Lay 
Conference. 

A  motion  carried  that  a  committe  of  seven  be  appointed  by 
the  chairman  (he  to  be  ex-officio  chairman)  to  formulate  a  p"lan  for 
the  organization  of  a  Laymen's  Annual  Conference  and  to  call  such 
Conference  to  meet  with  the  Annual  Conference  in  1909  for  organiz- 
ation. 

The  follov  ing  were  appointed  as  members  of  this  committee: 
J.  M.  Knapp,  C.  L.  Davidson,  J.  S.  Barnes,  Dr.  E.  M.  Hoover,  C. 
L.  Crookham,  Chas.  L.  Marmon  and  E.  P.  Burk holder. 

Hereupon  the  Conference  adjourned  sine  die.
